WEEK BY WEEK. 


In any case deeply regrettable and altogether con- 
demnable as the outrage inflicted on Jews in Jafla was, 
the Anglo-Jewish Association took the obviously right course 
in refusing to appeal to the British Government upon the 
matter. Such action should always be taken not asa first, but as a final, 
resource if its effectuality is to be retained, and with the meagre informa- 
tion—naturally with a tendency not to make the least of the affair the 
Association lacked the means for presenting the case with anything 
approaching fulness. But there is another consideration that doubtless 
influenced the members in their decision. There are outrages and outrages. 
There is not a serap of evidence to show that the Jaffa matter was more 

at worst. than the personal malignity translated into action of a police 
Ollicial. It is different altogether from outrages on our people elsewhere, 
which are engineered by a central Government, and, if not openly 
applauded, tacitly commended in the very highest quarters of the land. 
On the contrary, as soon as the matter was brought to the notice of His 


The Jaffa 
Outrage. 


Majesty the Sultan, the Kaimakam of Jaffa was summoned to Constan- 
tinople to give an account of himself and such explanation as he might be 
able to render of his doings. The Association was right in assuming that the 
matter could, with confidence, be left to be dealt with by the Sultan, who 
never fails to show absolute impartiality to all his subjects and to whom 
religious bias against the Jew is entirely out of the question. Indeed, we 
venture to say, as His Majesty's prompt action and gracious message to 
the Chacham Bashi go to show, that to no-one did the news from Jaffa 
cause more pain and indignation than to the ruler of Palestine himself. To 
appeal to a foreign Government against one who himself would be certain 
to be most anxious to punish the evil-doer and prevent any recurrence of 
so unhappy an event would clearly have been needless and gratuitously 
offensive. The sympathy of their coreligionists everywhere will go forth 
to the sufferers from the Jaffa outrage, and this sentiment, we note, is 
shared by none more sincerely than thé Sultan himself.

Sir Henry the first position in the State will evoke the sympathy 
Campbell- of every section of the population, irrespective of 
Bannerman. creed or political prepossession.

career aS a statesman-—a career which was a triumph of character 
rather than of genius, and which illustrates the truth, so often forgotten, 
that grit and force most frequently carry further than talent, however 
dazzling and captivating. 
flexibility and value of the British constitution that its favours are 
reserved quite as generously for the homely and strenuous as for the 
showy and brilliant. For the rest, Sir Henry's political life has been the 
career of an honest English gentleman lived without “ fear” and ended 
without “reproach.” . Its note of domestic loyalty and simplicity appealed 
to those with whom these qualities still survive in something of their old 
foree, and its courageous conquest of a mountain of difficulties must 
especially win the admiration of a people such as ours, with whom the 
struggle against adverse fate has been a law of history. Jews will 
recognise, too, his sympathy with the oppressed, as shown by his vigorous 
denunciation of the Aliens Act, although it was a matter for much regret 
fohim,as we are ina position to know, that he was misled into not opposing 
the second reading of the Bill in the House of Commons. Under Sir Henry's 
administration several concessions have been made to humaner sentiments 
in the administration of that Act. If it still remains on the Statute-book. 
we are inclined to believe that it is from no particular affection for it on 
the part of the late Premier; while as to the modifications of administra- 
tion asked for by the Jewish community, it is somewhat of a coincidence 
that the to the memorial addressed to Sir Henry on the subject. by 
the Board of Deputies, has just been forwarded and received.

the spirit of that memorable and generous outburst. From the new Premier 
we may reasonably expect an attitude towards the matters in which Jews, 
as such. are specifically concerned no less broad and liberal than that of his 
predecessor. Indeed, it is interesting to recall at this moment that Mr. 
Asquith was sufliciently attracted by the aliens discussion to pay a visit, 
some time ago, to the Jews’ Temporary Shelter, where he gained a 
first-hand acquaintance with the aliens themselves. The formation 
of the new Government may very likely bring the aliens question to the 
front again. The elevation of Mr. Winston Churchill to the Cabinet, which 
is generally regarded as certain, will be followed by a heated contest in 
Manchester, in the course of which a good deal will no doubt be heard of the 
Aliens Act. Again, it is possible that there may be a change at the Home 
Office. It is no secret to his friends that Mr. Burns's ambitions have long 
lain in that direetion. If those ambitions should now be gratified, and if

Burns would place in power a man whose speech against the Aliens Bill 
was one of the most foreible and effective delivered in opposition to the 
measure. It is also curious to note that three of the men singled out in 
the Press for promotion were the men who killed the first Aliens 
Bill in its passage through Committee, viz. Mr. Winston “Churchill, 
and Mr. Runciman (who are believed to be destined for places in the 
Cabinet), and Mr. Charles Trevelyan, who, it is said, is likely to receive a 
Government appointment. That the rising men in the Liberal Party should 
thus have been so closely identified with the opposition to restrictive 
legislation is a good augury, not only as regards the particular Act 
referred to, but also as regards the attitude of at least one party in the 
State towards a bent of political thought which we cannot but regard as 
cruel, reactionary and dangerous. 


The Roumanian authorities are suffering from 
another violent spasm of persecuting zeal. The 
spasm is a prolonged one. It has been going cn 
since the great peasant outbreak, and has shown 
itself by the increased fervour displayed in the expulsions of Jews from the 
villages; Processions of these people, passing from time to time through 
London, have directed attention to those infamous proceedings. But the 
reports which have recently reached Berlin point to their continuance on an 
even larger scale thanever. According to these statements, f he local authori- 
ties have received instructions to expel thousands of Jews from the rural 


The Roumanian 
Expulsions. 


It is not the least striking testimony to the’ 
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districts. The vietims of this atrocious campaign are said to number no 
fewer than 10,000. A circular issued by the Prefect of the district of Jassy 
to the burgomasters of the rural communes, and reproduced in another 
portion of this issue, is a complete confirmation of the statement as to the 
waging of this merciless warfare. It reveals this official egging the mayors 
on to expel the Jews from their respective districts. With customary 
astuteness the word Jew is not mentioned in the circular, the reference being 
throughout to “foreigners.” But nobody is deceived nowadays by this ancient 
trick. The “ foreigners” are Jewish residents, many of whom, as was pointed 
out in the English press, have been settled in the areas affected for many 
years, and some even for generations. These unfortunate people, at the 
bidding of a gang of half-civilised tyrants, are to be driven from 
their homes, ruined, and sent to swell the Jewish populations of the towns. 
The Jewish Colonisation Association has, to some extent, been attempting 
to relieve them, by emigrating them to Canada. But the resources even of 
this Association cannot keep pace with a persecuting fury whose appetite 
seems to grow on what it feeds upon. No private organisation can_ be 
expected to cope indefinitely with an organised system of State oppression. 
The Berliner Tageblatt appeals to the signatories of the Berlin Treaty to 
intervene. That appeal we would respectfully support. How long are 
those Powers, how long is the United States, going to look on at this con- 
temptuous defiance by a petty State of that solemn Treaty, and this 
outraging of the common decencies of civilised existence ?

An Inadequate cation Board.is thoroughly disappointing, not to say 
Response. humiliating. Weeks of strenuous begging and canvass- 

ing, @ndless pulpiteering and pamphleteering, have 
ended in disheartening fashion. The Board asked for £16,000, in order to 
carry on its work for the next three years. The community has given 
it a meagre £9,600. There is no justification for this wretched result. 
The few whose names appear with monotonous regularity on every subscrip- 
tion list were again to the fore. The large circle who respond to no call upon 
their charity, but who might reasonably have been expected to help in this 
cause, have refused assistance. The ery of “hard times” might have carried 
some weight in the case of habitual donors. It has no relevance in the case 
of those who button-up their pockets at all times, whether favourable or 
not. The result of the appeal is bad for the Board, because it forces it 
to limit severely its grants, and thus largely stultify its work. It places 
the Board under the enfeebling influence of perpetual want. It is bad for 
the community, whose prestige and future existence are bound up with the 
extension of religious education. It is particularly threatening to our 
common Judaism, at a time when the cause of religious instruction is 
passing through a serious crisis. And it is disquieting as a symptom of 
weakening -enthusiasm and (failing ideals. Something was said 
at the dinner of the Board as to the Education Bill. There will be a con- 
siderable measure of agreement with Lord Rothschild in his remarks as to 
“contracting out,” which is certainly not a good thing from the purely 
educational point of view; but we are not greatly in sympathy with the 
remarks in which his lordship invited us to be “grateful” for the treat- 
ment received in this country in educational matters, and suggested that 
we should compare our lot here with that of the millions of our coreligion- 
ists in Russia and Poland. We regard this eall for “ gratitude” as 
misplaced. On the contrary, the best hope for the community is that at 
least in education it shall compare its lot not with that which obtains 
in reactionary Russia, but with that which is the rule among the most 
liberal of nations, and as Jews, we have no small title so to do. We 
heartily re-echo Lord Rothschild’s hope that some scheme may be found to 
conciliate on the question of public education the views of all religious 
bodies. The Education Bull of Mr. MeKenna is obviously not the last 
word of the Government on this subject and there is some reason to 
think that the country is feeling its way at last toa fair and equitable 
settlement of this difficult question. 


The British Academy lectures by Dr. Driver on Archzo- 
Biblical logical Research in relation to Biblical Study, the last 
Archeology. ©f which is recorded in another column, will serve to 
call attention to the importance of pick and spade-work 
for students of Bible history. It may safely be said that the work accom- 
plished in this direction during the past sixty years has added a fresh 
interest to Scriptural studies. Thanks to the exhumation of contem- 
oraneous records, we are enabled to read the ancient history of our race 
in an entirely new light. References which were previously.obscure are 
now made clear, events whose historical authenticity was doubted have 
been corroborated. On the other hand, the traditional views which 
formerly obtained of various happenings have had to be revised by the 
new evidence unearthed. Such discoveries as the Moabite Stone, the Black 
Obelisk, the Tell-el-Armarna tablets, the Code of Hamurabi, and the 
Aramaic papyri at Elephantine, Dr. Winckler’'s excavations in Cappodocia, 
the entire work carried on by the Palestine Exploration Fund during the 
past forty years, and the discoveries generally by Flinders Petrie, Bliss, 
Conder, Warren, Robinson, Macalister, Sellin and Schumacher have given 
us a new understanding of the sacred records. The result of these fresh 
accumulations of knowledge has been to take the Hebrews out of the 
isolated position they formerly seemed to hold, and to demonstrate their close 
relations to other ancient peoples. The unearthing of the Tells, with which the 
whole of Palestine is dotted, has been another fruitful source of information. 
But much as has already been accomplished in the interests of Biblical 
discovery, yet more remains to be done. The excavation, for instance, of 
the hill of Samaria, the ancient capital of the Northern Kingdom, would 
yield invaluable results to the student. We are still only on the threshold 
of discoveries which, to future generations, will render the Bible ever so 
much more intelligible than it has even already become. And every day is 
adding to our knowledge. The generous endowment which has been placed 
at the disposal of the British Academy in memory of the late Leopold 
Schweich should do much for the advancement of Biblical studies in this 
direction. The Academy has a great opportunity which, it is to be hoped, 
will be wisely used in future years. It cannot be said that the most has 
been made of the inaugural occasion, Dr. Driver having added surprisingly 
little to our previous knowledge. The public have a right to expect that 
future lecturers will be men who, having specially devoted themselves to 
archeological research, will be able to speak at first hand of the bearing of 
their self-sacrificing labours on Biblical science.

In recent years the firm of Lindo and Co. has been trans- 
ferred to 2°and 5, West Street, and it has long acted as solicitors to th 
Spanish and Portuguese Synagogue and to the Italian Consulate. 

The deceased married Miriam, a daughter of Charles Mendes da Costa 
who predeceased her husband in 18/5. The sisters of this lady were Mrs 
Preto, Mrs. George Behrend, of Liverpool, Mrs. Herman Seligmann, Vrs. 
Abraham Mocatta and Mrs. Mareus Van Raalte, and her only surviving 
sister is Mrs. M. Wiener. Gabriel Lindo was a prominent member of the 
Spanish and Portuguese community, to whose interests he devoted many 
years. of able service. He was admitted a Yahid in December, 1860, and an 
Elder in September, 1875, on the occasion of his being elected Gabay. Since 
then he frequently served the oflice of Parnass. On one occasion he was 
elected Parnass for four consecutive years. In commemoration of this fact, 
on his retirement fromm oflice he presented to the Lauderdale Road Synagogue 
a silver pointer, which is use on the Day of Atonement and other High 
Festivals. In due course he became Vice-President of the Elders. and he was » 
constant attendant at the meetings. An eloquent speaker, with a thoroug! 
grasp of debate, his judicially expressed opinions were much deferred to. The 
same qualities were exhibited at the Board of Deputies of British Jews, of

which he wasa Vice-President, and where he exercised considerable influence. 


He was senior Trustee of the Lara Fund for Benevolent Purposes, called 
into existence by the pious founder, Moses Lara, in 1824, having been elected 
on the resignation of Mr. Joseph de Castro in 1891. In private life he was 
exceedingly popular, his genial personality And sincere kindness of disposi- 
tion attracting to him many friends, who constantly visited him during his 
last illness. He was a Life-Governor of the Spanish and Portuguese Jews 
Orphan Society, the Beth Holim, and the Norwood Hospital, and he was 
a member of the Council of Jews’ College. In municipal matters, also, he 
took an active part. He was on the Court of Lieutenancy of London, on the 
Court of the Fanmakers’ Company, and Past-Master of the Gold and Silver 
Wyre Drawers’ Company, to which office he was twice re-elected. On one 
occasion when he was Master, Lord Mayor's Day fell on Saturday. Mr. Lindo, 
instead of riding in the Master's chariot, walked in front of it throughout the 
whole length of the route. In 1887 he was chosen by the Ward of Coleman 
Street as one of their members in the Court of Common Council. In 18% 
he was appointed the Alderman’s Deputy. But this and other public offices 
he subsequently resigned. He had also acted at one time as Arbitrator for 
the London Chamber of Arbitration. His smooth face, alway close shaven, 
many years ago led to his being mistaken at Dieppe for a man who had com- 
mitted thefts in an hotel at Trouville. He was taken into custody and 
treated with indignities as a guilty person. He owed his release to the 
intervention of the British Consul, and received a tardy apology from the 
local authorities. The incident engaged the attention of the Board of 
Deputies, and was also fully noticed at the time in the Morning Post. 

The funeral took place yesterday morning at the Spanish and Portuguese 
Cemetery, Mile End, the deceased being accorded the special funeral honours 
due to the position of Vice-President of the Elders. Mr. Joseph N. Lindo, 
who is at present in Ramsgate, was unable to attend, as owing to his long

MR. I. CONSTAD.—By the death of Mr. I. Constad. President and 
founder of the East Ham and Manor Park (Associate) Synagogue. 
the Jewish community in Essex has suffered a severe loss. Mr. Constad was 
a man of great tact, and his kindly disposition and modesty enabled him to 
deal with many matters which would have been difficult for a man of less 
ability. Apart from the synagogue, he was a zealous communal worker. 
having been on the Apprentieing Committee of the Board of Guardians and 
Trustee of the Sir Moses Montefiore Friendly Society Lodge. He was also 
Vice-President of the West Ham Hebrew Congregation. Mr. Constad was 
well known to many of the most influential members of the Christian com- 
munity of the East Ham and Manor Park District, and his funeral w:s 
attended by a large number of the members of the various District Boards.

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This Sabbath holds the unique distinction of the title of “Great.” It is 
open to some question whether, in former times and in other places, the style 
of “Great Sabbath” was not shared by the Sabbath preceding any festival. 
We can understand that the Sabbath before Suceoth would be overshadowed 

by the solemn “Sabbath of Repentance” and by the Day of 
Sabbath Atonement, which is very frequently itself the Sabbath before 
Haggadol. the Feast of Tabernacles. But we do find traces in some of the 

old Machzorim of the week before Pentecost also being termed 
“Sabbath Haggadol.” In any case, no-one will grudge this Sabbath its claim 
to especial note, for so long as Passover retains its pride of place as the great 
national Festival of Israel, with its ritual laws claiming so much loyalty of 
Jewish observance and careful preparation, and with the Seder the sweetest 
and holiest among the many beautiful home ceremonials of our faith, the 
Sabbath before its advent will, to those who understand, always remain 
“Sabbath Haggad6l.” There is nothing much to show that it is Sabbath 
Haggadol in the synagogue service except in those places where the Piyutim 
are retained. One or two things said on Seder night were originally written 
for the morning service of this Sabbath, and found their way into the Hagadah 
through the “ open door,” which admitted to the liturgy for that night many 
prayers culled from the services for other occasions. _ 

* * * * * « 

In the Great Synagogue in Duke's Place, we always had a special tune for 
Yigdal on the Friday evening before Pesach. This was, however, not because 
it was the Sabbath before Passover, but because it was the anniversary of the 
lirst service held in the synagogue after its re-opening in the vear 1790. 
The tune is pretty, but I cannot say that its musical value is 


An Old equal, in my estimation, to its sentimental value. If I 
Great Shool =inistake not, the Friday night of Sabbath Haggaddl is also 
Custom. the anniversary of the first Sabbath service held in the 


Bayswater Synagogue forty-five years ago. This leads me to 
mention the interesting fact that the Rev. Isaac Samuel and the Rev. 
Raphael Harris celebrate this evening the forty-fifth year of office, which 
they have held together in the very happiest association to the great benefit 
of the Bayswater Synagogue, to the best service of the interests that have 
been entrusted to their keeping, and as an example of how men can be friends 
and colleagues without a trace of jealousy, but with affection and mutual 
help, making advance with the advancing years. Until he was appointed 
Chief Rabbi, Dr. Hermann Adler made the third in a triumvirate of devoted 
colleagues, and the great position which the Bayswater congregation attained 
was due, not only to the supreme ability of these three men in their own 
departments of office, but also to the bond of fellowship between them which 
nothing ever disturbed. Dr. Adler was called to a larger sphere of .com- 
munal service, but he has sufficient love for Bayswater left in his heart for 
me to include him, just on this anniversary, in the wish that I extend to Mr. 
Samuel and Mr. Harris, that they may be spared many years to work 


which they adorn, and to a community that has for them no feeling other than 


unqualified respect and admiration.

One of the most, if not quite the most, awkward predicaments, of the 
Jewish calendar is when, as sometimes though fortunately’ not frequently 
happens Sabbath Haggadol is also Erevy Pesach. This deranges almost 
everything and everybody, and it. presses somewhat hardly on the orthodox 
Jewish housewife, who is put into all sorts of awkward 


A Ritual fixes, which, as a rule, she faces with trepidation but over- 
Predicament. covers with triumph. But the synagogue service is, in some 


places, the greatest sufferer on the occasion. I remember 
going to the Great Synagogue at six in the morning. The early hour was 
fixed so that the prayers might end in time to permit of the congregat_on 
going home to their breakfast, partaking of it with something like an 
approach to Sabbath comfort, and being able to remove all leaven from the 
house within the statutory time. There was no choir on these occasions and 
the service was hurried. There was no compromise about the hurry; every- 
thing was said, | will not say with improper haste, but with no undue 
tendency to dilatoriness. But the most remarkable change that l ever saw 
was that afforded by the attitude of the late Chief Rabbi. I have never seen, 
and 1 do not suppose that anyone can ever see, a more complete picture of 
perfect devotion than he always presented as he stood at prayer in the Great 
Synagogue. He never sat down, he never faced the congregation, he never 
permitted anything to disturb his wrapt devotion. The Reader would 
always wait with the repetition of the Amidah until the Rav bad finished the 
prayer, and the fac@was made evident by his “going Oseh Shalom.” On 
ordinary occasions we had to wait some few minutes for the Rav, but on the 
last occasion when | was in the Great Synagogue on a Sabbath Haggadol, 
which was Erev Pesach, the Rav was finished before the Reader! He was 
evidently anxious that the service should not be delayed and that the con- 
gregation should not be inconvenienced. 
* * * 
Last year I had occasion to be in the East End of London on Erey Pesach 
and there fell upon my ears a cry that | thought belonged to the period of 
my childhood and which startled me into all kinds of recollection. It was 
the ery of “Chometz! Chometz!” It was some few streets away, but I was 
not going to miss a sight of the person who was calling the 
old ery, and I caught him up to find that it was the same 
thing as in the old days. It was a youth who had all the 
. orthodox paraphernalia. He had a sieve in which to collect 
the Chometz and he had a wooden spoon. He had nothing in the sieve, and 
| was not surprised. I never met one Chometz-collector who seemed to have 
collected anything but a crowd. In the “Pickwick Papers” it has been 
remarked that no-one had ever seen a dead donkey or a dead postilion. I do 
not claim to generalise, but I have never seen any Chometz pass by ‘way of 
any kind of transaction between any householder and the person who adds on 
Erev Pesach a Jewish contribution to the street cries of London. Moreover, 
does the Chometz-collector pay for the Chometz (when there is any), or does 
he get paid for taking it away? And what does he do with it? And what 
ought he to do with it? But another question yet: Why does he carry a 
wooden spoon? Perhaps some of my readers who have been putting me right 
on matters of Hebrew grammar of late can give me some information as to 
this point. My own view is that on Erev Pesach it was customary 
to burn the wooden spoon with which the cooking had been manipulated 
during the year, and that the Chometz-gatherer gathered these wooden 
spoons to burn along with the other things that were leaven, and that he 
carried a spoon as an emblem of his immediate business, in the same manner 
as the old itinerant clock-mender carried a dummy clock with a bell that he 
continually clinked (who sees this now ?); but if there is anyone who can 
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account for this wooden spoon in a more reasonable manner, I shall be pleased 
to hear from him. 


* * * * * * 

Next week I hope to be able to offer, in time for the Seder, some 
explanation of some of the ceremonies of Passover evening. For the present 
I will content myself by referring to the pictures that are to be found in some 
of the older editions of the Hagadah. They are exact reproductions of the 
illuminations in the old manuscript Hagadahs mostly of the 
seventeeth and eighteenth centuries, and are Dutch in 
origin. Of these the British Museum possesses many 
beautiful specimens. Even if one did not know that they 
were to be found in Dutch manuscripts, it would be easy to recognise the 
country of their origin because of the Dutch interiors which give us furniture 
to be found alone in Holland mixed up with the fanciful Oriental elements 
all in delightful innocent disregard of artistic unities. | Every interior has a 
Duteh candelabrum of exactly the same design as that of the candelabra in 
the grand old synagogue of the Portuguese Jews in Amsterdam. The best- 
known illustrations are four. First there is the scene of the departure from 
Egypt. Historically it took place at midnight, but the sun is shining 
brightly. The pyramids are in the near perspective, and the Israelites are 
leaving a sort of pillared structure in single file with Moses at their head, 
and the great redeemer flourishes a staff which reaches high above the 
pyramids, There are no signs of a miraculous crossing of the sea, but there 
are one or two Dutch bridges to cross nothing much. The only spectators 
are two birds, a cross between what the artist imagined was a flamingo 
and what he knew as the familiar stork of the marshes of Holland. 
Then there is the picture of the “four sons.” The eldest son is a 
mature child of about eighty years of age. He does not look 
at all like an enquiring son; on the contrary, one reckons 
him, from his appearance, a veritable encyclopedia of informa- 
tiou, and one feels inclined to say to him “ You are old, Father William.” The 
“ wicked son ”’ is an undoubted prototype of Raisuli, and is a brigand from his 
ferocious-looking headgear to his indubitable Dutch boots. He wears a short 
skirt, his left foot is bent backwards as though he had been making a forcible 
impression on the “ wise son” at his side, and assuming that he is of normal 
height, the staff that he carries is a formidable weapon about eight to nine 
feet inlength. Then comes the “simple son,” and all one can say of him is 
that he looks the part to perfection, and as for the son “ who does not know 
how to enquire,” he bears evidence of-a want of capacity which appears to 
extend to things in general. For the most scrupulous detail we have to turn 
to the illustration of the plague of frogs. Pharaoh is seated ata meal. He 
has a frog on his crown and a frog on each arm of hischair. One-or two frogs 
are crawling up the table-cover as though they were rehearsing for the 
plague of flies to follow. Sundry vessels are producing frogs ad lib.; while on 
the table there isa tureen of distinetly Dutch manufacture, from which emerge 
a quantity of steam and one frog. The next best picture is meant to face the 
Hallel, and depicts hing David kneeling before a desk on which lies the Book 
of Psalms. This picture must particularly please Lord Swaythling because 
the name of the book is clearly stated on the title-page, and the authorship of 
the Psalms is so clearly detined that the higher critics of the Bible are 
nowhere. Wesmile at the pictures as they appear to us in the rough wood- 
block illustrations, but in the original manuseripts they are much more 
dignified, and their reproduction in colour, as well as a reproduction of the 
illuminations of the old Hagadahs would prove most interesting.

'FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT. | 
PRAGUE, MARCH 2OTH. 

Last night, Dr. Rosenbacher, President of the Jewish Roard of Deputies, 
addressed a large gathering on “The Development of the Prague Jewish 
Community during the sixty years of the Emperor Francis Joseph. The meet- 
ing was held in the reception-room of the Prince Auersperg Palace. lr. 
Rosenbacher said that the Austrian Jews had every reason to be thankful to 
their Emperor for having established their rights as citizens as well as 
members of a religious community. Previous to IS48 the Jews were only 
“ Schutzjuden,” i.c., the protection granted them could be withdrawn when- 
ever it pleased the authorities to do so. From 650) to IN1S8 they were not 
allowed to own landed property, and even in 1848 the Jews of Bohemia, 
Moravia and Silesia had to pay a tax of 300,000 Austrian crowns for the 
rights of citizenship. Accordingly, the authorities of Prague urged the 
Jewish community to pay their share, otherwise their oberjuristen the 
three principal Rabbis— would be imprisoned. At a meeting of the Board of 
Deputies which, said the leeturer, was convened for the purpose of 
discussing the matter, the onl person who spoke was Chiet 
Rabbi Kappoport, who advised those present to abstain 
from purchasing any rights, because that might be prejudicial to 
coming generations.

PARIS, APRIL 6TH, 
Installation of the New Grand Rabbin of France. 

The installation of M. Alfred Lévy was held this afternoon in the 
Synagogue in the Rue de la Victoire. Allowho know this fine edifice are 
aware that it is thoroughly suited to solemnities of this kind, and its well- 
arranged proportions are never secn with better effect than when it is 
crowded to its utmost capacity, as was the case to-day. Long before the 
hour fixed for the ceremony the synagogue was filled and many persons were 
compelled to stand throughout the service, although admission was by 
ticket only. Such a gathering has not been seen in the synagogue since the 
installation of the late Grand Rabbin Zadoe Kahn on the 25th March, 1890, It 
was an imposing scéne when the procession which was to conduct the Grand 
Kabbin to his place entered the synagogue: The procession, headed by 
members of the Board of Management of the Synagogue, who were followed 
by a deputation of the Consistory of Lyons, of which M. Lévy had been Grand 
Rabbin for twenty-eight years. Then came the Grand Rabbin himself, 
escorted by the Grand Rabbin of Paris, and followed by Rabbins of the city 
and of several provincial towns, and by professors and pupils of the Rabbini- 
cal Seminary of Paris. While the choir sang Boruch Habo the procession took 
up a position on the Teba, where the members of the Central Consistory and 
of the Consistory of Paris had assembled. The Grand Rabbin was greeted by 
a deputation of the two Consistories, which included M. Levylier, Vice-Presi- 
dent of the Central Consistory ; Baron Gustave de Rothschild, President ; 
and M. Narcisse Leven, Vice-President of the Consistory of Paris. M. 
Levylier, in addressing the new spiritual chief, apologised for the enforced 
absence of Baron Edmond de Rothschild, the President of the Central Con- 
sistory, and then read the minutes of the meeting, at which M. Lévy was 
elected. He felt proud, he said at the great honour which had fallen to him 
to offer a cordial welcome to the new head of French Jewry. The Grand 
Rabbin was then conducted to his stall, which had remained vacant for two 
years, and which, as many of your readers who have attended the synagogue 

now, directly faces that of the Grand Rabbin of Paris. 

M. Beer, the first Chazan, then chanted the Mincha service, which was 
followed by a solo Odecho, composed by M. Henri Deutsch de la Meurthe, a 
member of the Central Consistory. Then followed the inaugural sermon by 
the Grand Rabbin, who was conducted by two ushersto the pulpit, which is 
placed in the centre of the synagogue. In a well-modulated voice and with 
gestures which showed that he is an accomplished orator, he thanked 
Providence for having summoned him to his high functions, expressed his 
gratitude to the body which had elected him, and then addressed a touching 
farewell’ to the community of Lyons, from which, he declared, he parted with 
so much regret, a regret, however, tempered by the thought that he would 
coatinue to be its pastor, since he was the pastor of all the communities in 
France. Then, in sympathetic terms, he paid a tribute to his illustrious pre- 
decessor, who shared his college days, and whose friendship he retained to 
the last. He also touched on the situation which had been created in French 
Judaism by the Law of Separation, and pointed out how important it was that 


all forces should be united to assure its future. At the close of the serm 
the whole assembly arose to receive the first henedietion of its new past.

The report that the guilty Kaimakam has been dismissed has been contirmed 
Last Thursday the Chacham Bashi received from the Palace of the Sultan the 
official intimation of the dismissal. At the same time the Sultan conveyed 
his greetings to the Jews and expressed his sympathy with them. This 
gracious attitude of the Sultan shows that the Jews in Turkey and Palestine 
can be sure of the absolute protection of the Turkish Government and that, 
notwithstanding the lamentable occurrences in Jaffa, there is no ground tor 
any anxiety whatsoever. 

We have received a statement signed by several Jews holding respon” 
sible positions in Jaffa giving particulars of the anti-Jewish outbreak, but 
the statement adds nothing of importance to the accounts furnished by our 
own correspondents, which were printed in our last issue. 


The annual report of the British Ophthalmic Hospital, Jerusalem, has 
just been issued. The statistics prove that the amount of work done by the 
stall in Jerusalem has been far in excess of any previous record, the number 
of consultations in the Out-Patient Department showing an increase o! 
nearly 5,000. Dr. Cant reports that it has, in consequence, become necessary 
to propose a scheme for enlarging the present accommodation for out-patients 
at an estimated cost of from £60 to £70. 

A correspondent writes to us: With Easter nearing, thousands of 
Russian pilgrims (Greek orthodox) are already pouring into Jerusalem, poor 
harmless peasants for the most part, who have paid their monthly mite for 
years in the hope of being “drawn” for the Holy Land by the Russian Pilgrim 
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Society. Their hopes realised, they seem half-dazed from happiness as they 
trudge inl long lines through Jerusalem's streets, swinging their nayne-abnent 
tea-kettle as they chant devout songs. The pilgrims are always at this time 
of the year to be found flocking in hundreds to the Holy Sepulchre their 
demeanour so totally diferent from that of the fanatic Greek priests who 
stand about in the narrow streets leading to the Cathedral. But " few 
months since a poor Yemenite Jew, new to Jerusalem and its peculiarities 
wandered unknowingly into the “ Treferne Gaessel” (so called from the vet 
that no Jew is allowed to go there) leading to the Sepulchre where 
betrayed by his garb and dark side-locks he was roughly hustled and 
ordered to go another way, and when not understanding. he held its ground 
was beaten so severely that he died the same day from his wounds. Our 
Consuls warn their Jewish subjects that they cannot protect them from the 
savagery of these fanatic Greek priests , 
the neighbourhood and the Sepulchre. 


ROUMANIA. 


“BF. M. HH.” writes to us from Manchester: I have to record, with deep 
regret, the death of Adolf Wahrmann, of Botoschani,. Roumania who died 
after a short illness, at Meran, at the age of 5? wears He 
was the most beloved and esteemed Jew that Botoschani had possessed 
for along time. Adolf Wahrmann was a business man of the highest 
repute, but did not devote all his time to commerce only. A true and devoted 
Jew, a great scholar and Talmudist, he always had the cause of his oppressed 
coreligionists at heart. orn in Roumania, he sacrificed his time and his 
health on their behalf, always pleading, appealing and materially assisting 
as much as he could. His pleadings were not alwavs in VAIN. for he had won 
for himself the love of both Jews and Christians alike. His body was, in 
accordance with his desire, brought from Meran to Botoschani. The whole 
town was in mourning, the funeral being followed hy thousands of people, 
Jews and Gentiles, who came to pay the last respects to the philanthropist.

OUR CORRESPONDENTS. | 
OpesSA, 27th 

About three months have elapsed sinee my last letter, during which time 
I have travelled partly in the interior and partly in the Western Govern- 
ments of Russia. What I saw there defies description. It requires a pen 
far abler than mine to describe the incidents adequately. 1 am speaking of 
the actual state of the majority of our coreligionists in these regions. The 
situation created by the “ Union of Real Russians,” owing to their organised 
bands of adherents and to the assistance of the “patriotic ” Press, the 
pressure their leaders bring to bear on persons occupying influential political 
offices, and through them on their immediate underlings, all this has inevitably 
tended towards the impoverishment of the Jew in general and of the middle- 
class population in particular. The unspeakable misery | witnessed amongst 
our coreligionists in the Pale, made me doubt, at times, whether they really 
formed part of the human race, so inconceivable seemed to me the possibility 
of human beings living under such conditions. 

During my short sojourn in towns beyond the limits of the Pale, as well 
as during my railway journeyings, | came in contact with Russian patriots of 
the more intelligent type of the Black Hundreds, and oftener than desirable 
| heard them boast of the means accorded them of persecuting the Jews, 
whom, they openly confessed, they look upon as a lightning-rod to protect 
the higher social Christian element, and to shield the bureaucracy. trom the. 
hatred of labourer and peasant, both of - which classes are discontented with 
their economic position. 

By distributing thousands of inflammatory leaflets and by leeturing and 
preaching, they push their propaganda in all possible directions. The part 
which Dr. Dubrovin and Count Konovnitzin are playing at Tsarskoe-Selo ts 
calculated to encourage the hopes of the newly-recruited as well as the 
hardened hooligans, and to increase their impunity and eonfidence in th: ir 
success, tangible proofs of which are daily evideneed by the wholesale 
pardoning of the sentenced “heroes " of the past pogroms. 

A few days ago Count Konovnitzin was invited to Peterhof by General

eomes trom (khlessa. wrere there ar many eoreligionists. lle related rat 
which the inhabitants of Odessa lived to see in October, 1005, and produced 
a great impression on Ais a dience by describing, as an eye witness, the 
irritating procession arranged by the Jews, in front of which a distigured 
portrait of the peror Wiis while behine it Wilts ilew with the 
imperial crown on ifs head ind =the Russian flag tit to its tail. This 
villainous lie was but wanting to crown the edifice of the brazen-faced 


violations of truth intended to deeeive the blind and to inette and direct the 


most brutal instinets against a population to whom even the right of defence 


is being refused. This malicious accusation, which has already cost the 
Odessa Jews about a thousand lives, would in no other community pass with- 
out a most energetic protest. But the higher-class Jewish inhabitants of 


Odessa, bankers, lawyers and capitalistsin general, are so fully oecupied with 
themselves, and so deeply impressed with a sense of gratitude for the special 
protection they enjoy against the visits of “expropriators ” that they have no 
leisure nor moral power solemnly to give the lie to this renewed invention of 
Neidhardt, of whom it is known that he managed this procession as a means of 
provocation, although without the assistance of a dog, which Count 
Konovnitzki eynically added to his own picturing of the scene in whichonly a 
hired rabble and disguised policemen took an active part. 

If this is allowed to pass uncontradicted, it may have by far sadder con- 
sequences than those of the days of October, 105, 

The trend of the machinations of the “ Unionists,” especially with regard 
to the future, is becoming every day more and more apparent. With regard 
to Odessa, it can be stated asa positive fact that the “ Black Hundreds” act 
in accordance with a plan sketched out by Plehve or by Pobiedonoszefl, or by 
both. The essential quality. required from a member is to turn a deaf ear to all 
arguments in favour of Liberalism, and to possess the capacity of propagating 
the idea that the Jew, and only the Jew, is to be made responsible for all the 
calamities that visit Russia, and that, consequently, true Russian patriots 
must assist each other in their endeavours to find ways and means to get rid 
of the Jews. Whoever refuses to join the “ Union” will be sooner or later 
supplanted in his professional pursuits by a“ Unionist.” Thus the servants 
and nurses in the Town Hospital were one day called upon to join the “* Union,” 
and those who refused were discharged and replaced by Soyoueniki. The 
conductors of the tramears, formerly recruited mainly from Jews, were, 
under fictitious pretences, driven away, and their places are now 
occupied by members of the Black Hundreds. |The workpeople in the 
Odessa Harbour; at the instigation of an official of the Custom House, 
entered into an agreement with some unionists out of employment, and having 
taken. as it were, the military oath, formed a sort of trade union from which 
the Jews are absolutely excluded, which means that the Jew is not allowed 
to compete with them in their work, 

In all branches of trade and industry the Jew is being slowly worked out 
of his occupation, sometimes seemingly for legal reasons, but mostly indirect 
contradiction to the law, in order to make way for the “true brethren” as a 
reward for their participation in the exploits of the party. 

Themembersof the Odessa Municipality use the power conferred upon them 
to the detriment of the Jewish population in a manner that admits of no doubt 
as to the principles they act upon. The Jewish hospital, sustained by the tax 
on kosher meat, always received from the Municipality, as a subsidy, the sum 
of 17,000 roubles every year, the Christian patients there amounting 
in the average to 25 per cent. of the total number of patients. Now, on the frivo- 
lous ground that the servants and nurses are mostly of the Jewish persuasion, 
the municipality has withdrawn not only this sum, but has insisted on being 
paid for the water, at the rate of 3,000 to 4,000 roubles a year,a claim, or 
rather an exaction, from which all other infirmaries and charitable Christian 
institutions are exempt. Dr. Puritz, the chief physician of the hospital, in an 
open letter to its founders, wrote that although the loss of so considerable a 
sum would be felt by the hospital, particularly at the present time, when 
numbers of Jewish and Christian middle-class people are daily sinking into 
the stratum of the needy proletariat—no Christian patient should ever be 
refused admittance, or experience any difference whatever intreatment. The 
letter has created a good impression. 

Out of five Jewish members of the Municipality, four, almost at the very 
beginning, having found themselves in the company of individuals opposed 
to everything tending to progress, and among whom, therefore, their voices 
could not be heard, tendered their resignation. The one who remains finds it 
more convenient to be subservient to the prevailing spirit. Summing up all 
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these facts, it may be said that, taking into consideration the utter helpless- 
ness of the Jews, their prospects in Russia, and especially in Odessa, are any- 
thing but rosy. 

General Tolmatchofl, the new Prefect of Odessa, although he was ordered 
by the. Tsar to restore order and to apply his power to effect the 
absolute security of life and property, was obliged to enter 
with Count Konovnitzin (the President of the local branch of the Black 
Hundreds) into negotiations on the principle of do ut des. The Prefect is to put 
no obstacle whatever in tke way of Black Hundreds writing, lecturing and 
preaching, while in return the Jews shall be allowed to move in all streets 
without being beaten, stabbed, or otherwise molested an agreement which 
both parties honestly observe. The present Prefect of Odessa is not only 
a highly impartial, energetic and in every other respect a most excellent 
administrator, but also a sagacious psychologist. He recently issued a 
circular granting the right for individuals to provide themselves with a 
revolver. This permission is given by a special writ. The Jew not known to 
the police authorities can obtain permission only if the orthodox Kabbinate 
vouches for his political principles. In the meantime, the internecine warfare 
between the Government and the so-called Anarchists is going on without 
showing any tendency to subside, so that the public become quite callous 
to the presence of the angel of death in both camps. There is no doubt that 
there are on both sides numbers of innocent victims. A few days ago, Dr. 
Avinovitzki intereeded with Baron Kaulbars for a young man sentenced to 
death, and saved his life by explaining to the Baron the object and drift of 
“ Poali Zion,” which, it appears, the court-martial as well as the Baron 
always interpreted as a society based upon principies of a subversive, and 
consequently dangerous, character. It was always conjectured that not all 
the Jewish youths who suffered capital punishment were guilty of political 
crime. The fact of Baron Kaulbars expressing his warmest thanks to Dr. 
Avinovitzki for having opened his eyes, throws some light on this question, 
and changes the probability alniost into a certainty. 

It was long ago known that the Jewish inhabitants of Siberia, notwith- 
standing their legally-guaranteed right to live there, are beingexpelled. But 
what we only recently learned is that, having petitioned the Minister of the 
Interior to delay the execution of his order until the intense cold should pass, 
the Jews received the answer that he did not know who gave such an order, 
asking on what ground the local authorities acted as they did. Thus we see 
that Russia is now ruled by two Governments: Stolypin and Dubrovin. 
Which of these will get the upper hand only the future will show. 


AN INHUMANE ORDER. 

The Prefect of Moscow has issued an order tothe police instructing them 
to obtain the signatures of the managers of the hospftals to a promise not to 
accept any Jewish patients, who have no right to live at Moscow, as many 
cases lately occurred of the law relating to the residence of our brethren in 
the ancient capital being disregarded. 


AN IMPORTANT DECISION BY THE SENATE. 

The Senate has decided that Jewish workmen residing outside the Pale 
of Settlement can in no way be deprived of their privilege to live in any part 
of the Empire, if, in addition to their registered occupation, they conduct 
other business there. The declaration will be weleomed by many of our 
coreligionists in Russia who were on the point of being exiled from their 
homes, or who were already obliged to leave them, on account of the false 
interpretation put by the police on the law. 


THE NEXT MOVE OF THE REAL RUSSIANS. 

lt is an open secret that the Union of the Real Russians has lately lost a 
good deal of its former popularity. The rising of the peasants in some 
provinces against the local branches has created a sensation in the head- 
quarters of the reactionaries, who have not lost sight of the significance of 
the event. With a view to restoring their power, Count Konovnitzin and M. 
Dubrovin have applied to the Holy Synod for permission to instal the flag of 
the Union in every church of the Empire, and to legalise the exhibition of it 
in every. orthodox procession. This course has already been adopted 
occasionally in the more reactionary districts, and has resulted in a great 
triumph for the Black Hundreds. 


JEWISH EDUCATION IN THE DUMA. 

The Jewish Deputy, Herr Freedman, delivered a short speech in the 
Duma on the occasion of the discussion of the Education Estimates. He 
pointed out to the National Assembly the inadequate supply of Jewish 
teachers and schools, and the fact that pensions are withheld from the former. 
He also acquainted the deputies with the existence of the private Jewish 
school, known as Cheder. 


EXPULSIONS FROM ST. PETERSBURG. 
The police have commenced a series of searches for Jews at St. Peters- 
burg, asa result of which a large number of our brethren were exiled from 


the capital. 
A REAL RUSSIAN SUCCESS. 

In response to the agitation of the anti-Semitic organ, Kie/fflanin, in 
favour of an inquiry into the numbers of Jews working on the Russian 
railways, the Minister of Communications issued a circular to his subordinates 
requesting them to report to him how many of our coreligionists are actually 
engaged on those lines. ; 


JEWS AND MILITARY SERVICE. 

In connection with the statements of the Golos Moskwij that the Jews do 
not supply a fair proportion of solders in Russia, and that they avoid the 
military service, it is interesting to point out to the official organ of the 
Octobrists that the statistics for 1907 for the kingdom of Poland show that 
the Jews sent 3,823 soldiers, against 30,403 Christian recruits, and that, 
whereas 23 per cent. of the Christians summoned to the flag failed to appear, 
the percentage of missing Jews amounted to 26. In view of the acute crisis 
reigning in Poland, which mostly affeets our brethren there and compels 
them to abandon their homes and seek their fortune in distant lands, the 
statements of the Golos Moskwij can hardly be borne out. 


A “*REAL RUSSIAN” AS SHECHITA BOARD INVESTIGATING 
OFFICER. 

The leader of the Odessa Real Russians in the Town Council has managed 
to force on the Jewish community the appointment of one of his intimate 
friends, M. Paulenkoff, as Investigating Officer of the Board of Shechita, with 
a salary of 2,000 roubles per annum. 


THE KIEFF POGROM. 


The coroner who was accused of favouring the Jews at the pogrom trial 
has been removed to a smaller place, Lutz. | 


ANOTHER ABDUCTION CASE. 

Another Jewish girl, Feiga Kaler, has been abducted at Poland with a 
view to converting her to Christianity. Her father is making every endeavour 
to recover her, but his efforts have not yet been crowned with success. The 
mother met her once in the street, when Feiga informed her that she was 
returning home. She, however, asked her mother to walk in front, as the 


‘ 


Christians neighbours would assassinate them both on seeing them together 
Her mother complied with her request, but the girl did not return to her 
parents. 


THE BLACK HUNDREDS. 


The Tsar has pardoned a number of other peasants of Kamenez Podolsk 
and Tchernigoff who were sentenced for having participated in the pogroms. 

The peasants, who rose against the Real Russians, attacked the house of 
their chairman in the town of Nezin itself, and assassinated him. 

M. Dubrovin has expressed his intention of resigning the leadership of the 
Real Russians. His friends have persuaded him, however, to re-consider his 
decision. 

The Real Russians are now endeavouring to leagalise their “ Fighting 
Gangs.” 

The Real Russian students of the St. Petersburg University have received 
20,000 roubles in aid of their branch. 

It is reported from many provincial towns that the Black Hundreds have 
begun to exact money from the population for their private use. In other 
places the Real Russians fine the Jews and progressive inhabitants for 
imaginary offences, thus enriching their funds. 

The Odessa Black Hundreds have discovered among the town Councillors 
elected by them a traitor to their cause, who informed them that he would 
support the interests of the Jews at the St. Petersburg Committee, consider- 
ing the reforms needed in the Local Government Boards. ae 

Three other Real Russian leaders were killed by the peasants at Volovizi 
and in the province of Tchernigoff. The Russkoe Znamya denied, however, 
the reports-of the rising against the Black Hundreds, and characterised them 
as a Jewish invention. 

The authorities have published a statement declaring that, in their 
opinion, the notorious Real Russian, Melnicoff, wes tortured, in spite of the 
acquittal of Herr Greenblatt. 

A conflict has arisen between Count Konovnitzin and his first assistant, 
M. Pelican. The latter, who hitherto occupied the position of Vice- 
President of the Odessa Branch, has been asked to retire from the Union, 
and he has, consequently, decided to join a more moderate wing of the 
reactionaries. M. Pelican is known to the Odessa Jews as the leader of the 
Real Russians in the Town Council and as a violent Jew-baiter. 

A few Real Russians assaulted four Jewish boys from the Lodz Talmud 
Torah, and killed one of them on. the spot. 

With the assassination of Dr. Karavajeff, who was a deputy of the first 
Duma, the Real Russians have deprived the Jews of one of their best friends 
and supporters at Ekaterinoslav. The Black Hundreds are, however, not 
satisfied even now, and they have issued a proclamation to the effect that all 
Jewish friends may expect to meet with the same fate as Karavajeff. 


EXPULSIONS FROM KIEFF. 


Telegrams from Kieff, dated the 4th and 5th inst., have been received by 
the Hilfsverein der Deutschen Juden in Berlin. They state that the expul- 
sions of those Jews who cannot prove their right of residence are becoming 
more numerous, On Friday night the police again made extensive raids on 
Jewish houses, as the result of which eighty-four Jews were arrested and 
subsequently expelled, 


RUSSIAN OFFICERS SENTENCED. 

A Reuter telegram states : 

Twenty-three officers belonging to different branches of the Russian Service hav: 
been sentenced for writing a letter to the Kieff Echo, in which they protested against 
the inaction of the troops during the anti-Jewish pogroms, and urged the holding of 
an impartialinqguiry. Lieut. Shdanovitch and Ensign Ammosoll, of the Reserve, were 
sentenced to one véar and four months’ fortress imprisonment, and Col. Matushenko, a 


retired (juards officer, to four months fortress imprisonment they were deprived 
their civil rights, as were four other officers who received lesser sentences [hue 
remainder of the accused were sentenced to a months detention without losing thei:

MISCELLANEOUS. 


The young Jewish artist, Arnold Lachovsky, received a prize for his 
picture, “ Job and his friends,” exhibited at the St. Petersburg Art Academy. 

The Warsaw authorities have informed the heads of private schools that 
they must endeavour, in future, to limit the number of Jewish scholars to . 
30 per cent. 

A number of Jews have petitioned the Minister of the Interior to grant 
them permission to reside at Kursk. The Minister has complied with their 
request. ‘ 

A dispute has arisen between the Minister of the Interior, who wishes 
to limit emigration from Russia, and the Minister of Commerce, who is opposed 
to any limitations. 

A Court-Martial has acquitted a Jewish soldier, Moses Schiff, who "Was 
tried for high treason at the instigation of an anti-Semitic Russian colleague. 
Schiff was wounded in the late war and taken prisoner by the Japanese. In 
the same hospital he encountered a Russian non-commissioned oflicer, who 
began to accuse the Jews of aiding the Japanese. Schiff vigorously defended 
his brethren, and the Russian officer then promised him “that he would teach 
him a lesson.” On his return to Russia he immediately informed the 
authorities that Schiff was a Japanese agent, The Court; however, estab- 
lished the loyalty of the Jewish soldier to their fullest satisfaction. 

The new Jewish National Musical Society has been legalised at St. 
Petersburg. 

A number of our coreligionists from Tehitov, Irkutsk, Krasnojarsk, 
Tomsk and Omsk have deputed the Siberian deputies on behalf of the 
numerous Jewish exiles who are being expelled from Siberia, in spite of the 
Ministerial circular. The deputies obtained a promise from the Ministry of 
the Interior that the Jewish workmen would be permitted to remain in 
Siberia. It was stipulated, however, that the orders against the tradesmen 
must be enforced. 

Two Jewish political prisoners were wounded at Lodz by a soldier for 
viewing the removal of a number of their friends from the prison. 

Twenty-five Jewish workmen have been excluded from the St. Petersburg 
Guild and exiled from the capital. 

The Kremenchug pogrom trial has resulted in the sentence of two peasants 
to three months’ imprisonment. All the others were acquitted. 

M. Muromzeff, the President of the first Duma, was amongst those who 
visited the grave of the late Herr Iolos, on the occasion of the first anniver- 
sary of his assassination. 

The new Emigration Society has organised courses of lectures for 
emigrants. 

Herr Goldberg, of Wilna, has presented 3,000 books to the Jaffa library, 
whilst the late Dr. Pluskub left an enormous number of volumes, estimated to 
be worth over 10,000 roubles, for the library at Jerusalem. 

The Novoe Vremya has stated that the Jews of Kutais refused to accept a 
Government gift of 15,000 roubles in aid of those who suffered from the fire. 
It was pointed out, however, that such an offer was never made to our 


coreligionists there, and that the whole story was invented by the anti- 
Semites.

TO THE EDITOR OF THE “ JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 

Sik, —As it is an open secret that we shall shortly have a bve-election in 
North-West Marichester on the elevation of Mr. Winston Churchill to 
Cabinet rank, speculation is rife as to what attitude the Jewish voters in the 
constituency will take up. Now, whilst it may safely be said that there is 
no such thing as an organised Jewish vote, and that it is not advisable there 
should be one unless there are absolute reasons to the*contrary on especial 
occasions, the case of Mr. Winston Churchill is one that deserves to be 
treated on its own peculiar merits and almost as a non-party matter. In the 
first place it must be a source of special gratification to any constituency to 
be represented in Parliament by so brilliant and versatile a young man as 
Mr. Churchill, who is no doubt destined to play an important part in the 
history of the British nation, and the Jews of North-West Manchester are as 
proud of their member as their non-Jewish fellow-citizens. 

Secondly, it is always well to have “a friend at Court,” and the Jewish 
community generally can only be the gainers by having as an influential 
member of the Cabinet one who has always shown himself well-disposed 
towards the Jews, and one who will, moreover, have a particular interest in 
studying their wants and seeing that their grievances are removed. It is 
unreasonable to argue that because Mr. Churchill has not succeeded in the 
matters of the Aliens Act and the Naturalisation Fee he has not kept his 
promises. We all know that he has done his best, but after all an Under- 
Secretary cannot have it all his own way, and the unfortunate illness of the 
ex-Prime Minister also went against him. Should we be better off by having 
Mr. Joynson-Hicks to represent us in Parliament ? Things might be a great 
deal better, it is true, but they also might be a great deal worse. The anti- 
aliens are already grumbling that the Aliens Act is not administered severely 
enough, and it is not at all unlikely that if the part who passed the Act 
should return to power, it would find itself under the necessity to administer 
it fat more stringently than it is administered at present.. To penalise Mr. 
Churchiil would therefore be unwise and ungracious. : 

Of course, if one has conscientious scruples and finds it impossible to vote 
for Mr. Churchill on political grounds only, these scruples must be respected 
and there is nothing further to be said. It is absurd to adopt the suffragists’ 
tactics and go “ agin the Government” out of revenge or malice. We should 
be cutting our noses to spite our faces.

TO THE EDITOR OF THE “ JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 


Srr,—It is announced that Mr. Winston Churchill will address 
the Jewish voters of his constituency on Saturday, when he will 
deal mainly with the Aliens Act and explain why the Government is 
administering this Act in, what unbiassed people consider, a harsh and 
inhuman spirit, notwithstanding the fact that when the members of the 
Government were adorning the Opposition benches they strenuously opposed 
the measure and fought its passage through the Commons line by line. It is 
sorry reading to-dip into Hansards and observe how strongly the Cabinet 
Ministers of to-day then denounced the Bill and how, when the power has 
become theirs, they have given the thumb-screw, as it were, another turn 
by administering the Act in a manner that is now notorious. The way the 
Immigration Boards have been “ packed ” and how the impartial Investigating 
Officers (the twentieth century Torquemadas) have been selected are so far 
unparalleled in British annals. How these minions of the precious Act 
flagrantly and openly override every provision of the Act intended for the 
protection of persecuted victims fleeing with their lives from religious 
oppression has unfortunately become too common now to evoke comment. 

We find that some of the Immigration Boards are rejecting the unhappy 
people who “appeal” to them, on the ground that the immigrants’ articulation 
of the Anglo-Saxon speech is imperfect—although they may have at their 
command two or three other languages. The “ judicial’ procedure of the 
Boards and the modus operandi of the Investigating Officers would form first- 
rate material for a comic opera, if it were not for the tragedies that ensue. 
We cannot be surprised if the next ground for rejection will be that the 
aliens’ knowledge of English Grammar is not equal to that of an Oxford 
graduate. A short time ago immigrants were not allowed to land because 
the Immigration Board “thought” certain trades here were not quite as 
busy as we would all like them to be, notwithstanding the fact that the Act 
itself, nor the Rules made thereunder, ask the Immigration Board to do any 
such “thinking.” Evidently, some of the Boards, arrayed with a little brief 
authority, arrogate to themselves all the powers vested in the entire 
constitution. 

It is to be hoped Mr. Churchill will not attempt to use his oratorical 
gifts to demonstrate to his Jewish constituents that the Government has 
done all it can to ameliorate the hardships to which immigrants are unneces- 
sarily subjected. There is, however, hardly any need to state that had the 
matter rested solely with the Colonial Under-Secretary it would have been 
dealt with by him in an unprejudiced manner and in a way that would have 
given entire satisfaction to those people who are pleading for fair treatment 
to the strangers who are compelled to knock at these gates. This is freely 
conceded by all to the Hon. Member for the North West Manchester Division, 


and if the contemplated by-election were a purely personal matter and did not 
involve principles affecting the alleviation of so much needless suffering, then 
Mr. Churchill would undoubtedly be entitled to the enthusiastic support of 
every Jewish voter in his division. But, Sir, this is no personal matter and 
drawing-room amenities will not avail us. Mr. Churchill, appearing before 
his constituents, asks them to support and show confidence in the Government 
and to endorse the Government's policy. So that it becomes the bounden 
duty of every Jewish voter to ask himself the question: “ Do I approve of the 
Government's policy in its administration of the Aliens Act?” and, if not, 
then there is only one course open to the voter and admiration of Mr. 
Churchill's great personal charm and ability must be altogether dismissed 
from the mind. Everything possible must be done to deprive the Government 
of the Colonial Under Secretary's able and talented services of which the 
Government stands particularly in need at this juncture, encumbered as it is 
with the genius presiding over our internal affairs, and, who by the way, 
would never have been elected to represent West Leeds if he had appeared 
before his constituents in his present colours. 

It is just possible, however, the Under-Secretary for the Colonies may be 
able to give us something more than a promise, for our demands (whilst the 
Act remains on the Statute Book in its present form) are so moderate, we 
only want the Act administered in a judicial and humane manner, and can that 
be toomuch tohopefor ? Hérisson, the brilliantGallic litterateur, bitterly wrote 
of the politicians :—*“ Ils .ne valent guére mieux les uns que les autres, Sers- 
toi deux, c'est legitime, car ils aspirent a se servir de toi,” or, in other 
words, they are no better than one another, make use of them which is fair, 
for they mean to make use of you.

Coleman Solomon, of 17, Wilkes Street, Spitalfields, has applied to himself. 
Mr. Solomon rests on his reputation, one which certainly commands respect. 

All that the Jewish housewife needs in the way of grocery, Messrs. 
Hawkins and Son, of High Street, Whitechapel, can supply. As in former 
years, they have arranged a special department for the convenience of their 

extensive Jewish clientele. It is hardly necessary to enumerate the kosher 
articles which Messrs. Hawkins stock. Their Shomer, who has acted in that 
capacity for over two score years, is 1 model of courtesy, in which particular 
he is but acting up to the traditions of the firm. They stock, we may mention, 
kosher butter and cheese, dried fruits, frying oils, as well as olives and other 
bottled goods. 

The Palestine Wine Company, of 11, Bevis Marks, show an extensive range 
of Palestine wines. They have a reputation behind them and specialise in 
the “ Palwin” brand of Rischon-le-Zion wines. 

“Le Confiseur par excellence” is none other than genial Mr. Monnic- 
kendam, who has transformed 68, Middlesex Street into a pastrycook’s 
fairyland. This gentleman is ever anxious to please his patrons, and the 
outlay of a shilling or a sovereign ensures just the same attention and 
consideration. Mr. Monnickendam summed up his. wares in three compre- 
hensive words, “ Dainty, Delightful, Delicious,” with a note of exclamation 
after each. We, for our part, have nothing further to say. His show, too, 
is a triumph of window-dressing. Mr. Monnickendam allowed us to explore 
the mysteries of his: bakehouse, an experience which we thorougly enjoyed. 
Electricity is the motive power utilised, and everything is a model of cleanli- 
ness. Everything is spotless, and the very look of this “lower region” is, 
in itself, appetising. 

This writer has a perfect horror of cow-houses, his greatest juvenile 
torture having been the task of attending the barn ate7°30 a.m. for the family 
milk. He usually managed to get into line with a cow’s tail; would fre- 
quently drop into a brown study, only to be roused therefrom by the vigorous 
flick of the dorsal appendage above indicated. There are, doubtless, others to 
whom the slippery cobbles of the barn areanathema. Tothese folk the special 
Passover deliveries of milk come in the nature of a boon. In all quarters of 
the metroplis arrangements have been made for these special deliveries, the 
firms in question being under ecclesiastical supervision, sparing no pains to 
ensure a satisfactory service during the eight days. 

The Aylesbury Dairy Company, which has several branches, has arranged 
special deliveries. The Express Dairy Company, with headquarters at 
Finchley, also have their Passover trade in the hands of a Shomer. The 
London, Gloucester and North Hants Dairy Company likwise cater for 
Passover needs, as do Messrs. Welford, of Elgin Avenue, whose dust-proof 
cans are welcome adjuncts to a necessary article. We have likewise the 
West London Dairy Co., Ltd., with head offices at Spring Street, Paddington, 
and branches all over the Metropolis. 

Jewish residents of “ London-by-the-Sea” will welcome the arrange- 
ments made by the South of England Dairies, Ltd., whose model dairy farm 
at Dyke Road is worth inspection. The company have branches at Eastbourne, 
Tunbridge Wells and Croydon. 

Messrs. Chaikin, of 72, Brick Lane, advertise the “ Beauty of Zion” and 
the “ Pearl of Zion,” a variety of Palestinian wines at reasonable prices. 

For cooking and salad oils we can but refer one to Messrs. Britton, of 
26-7, Duke Street, an old-established and familiar corner-shop. - One of their 
specialities is the half-gallon keg of Spanish olives, at 3s. 6d. per keg—a good 
investment. | 

Our West End coreligionists will find Messrs. Dantzig and (Co., of 38, 
Berwick Street, well and able to supply their wants in the matter of Kosher 
wines. 

Yet another cake-shop— but there! one cannot see too many of them 
this time the establishment of Messrs. L. Silver and Co., of Stoney Lane, 
whose charges are very moderate and whose Passover confectionery has the 
reputation of ninety years behind it. 

Mr. I. Cohen, 63-5, Middlesex Street, has likewise been established for a 
goodly number of years. To write about Cohen's would be superfluous. 
Their Passover cakes are, to utilise a borrowed expression, “The acme of 
perfection.” They look tempting and doubtless taste likewise. 

Mr. Jacob Dickson, of 20, Widegate Street, who is noted for his Hebrew 
books, will gain no less a reputation for Hugo Biondi’s wines which he is 
listing. 

While on the subject of wine, it is meet that reference should be made 
to a firm established in 1780, that of Messrs. Joseph and Hyman, of 50, Stoney 
Lane, who have a regular clientéle, and whose wines have a charm peculiarly 
their own. 

Our pilgrimage has certainly lacked nothing in the way of variety, for 
there have been few establishments that have escaped our scrutiny, while 
our enquiries have not partaken of a cursory character. 

Those well-filled shelves will, ere long, be certainly and effectively 
depleted ; those tempting cinnamon-balls and almond-puddings must go the 
way of all good things; that dainty window must soon be divested of much 
of its festive charm, for no sooner do we begin to get used to Passover and 
its dietary changes than the festival has left us as quickly as itcame. Well, 
and how did the shops look? We have told the editor, and it would appear 
as though he'd like to organise a similar tour on his own account !

English, of which they have a fairly gocd knowledge... The Executive Committee 
recommend the grant.—M. Albala, Director of the Bagdad School, applies for the 
following grants : £65 18s. 4d. for salaries of the temporary teachers of English and 
of the newly-engaged permanent teacher; £16 forthe Apprenticing Department: and 
£50 for the Girls’ School. The Brit sh Consul-General, Major Ramsay. who 
subjected the English Classes in the Boys’ School to a detailed examination 
reported that they expressed themselves well and wrote the language fairly correctly. 
Inthe Apprenticing Department the pupils number twenty-two, namely, thirteen 
carpenters, two smiths, two coppersmiths, four typographers and one tailor. Jews 
are now employed in the best trades, aud some 2,500 regularly earn their living by 
manual work. The girls’ school, M. Albala states, has made remarkable strides. 
Opened in 1893 with thirty pupils, it now has 400, and the number can be increased to 
1.000 when the new building, which together with the site is being provided by Mr. 
k. 5S. Kadoorie, of Hong Kong, is completed. The influence, which the girls’ school 
exercises on the Jewish community is very marked. Early marriages are becoming 
rarer, and the bearing of the girls has been improved ; especially is this the case in 
their attire, which is now simple and neat. Former pupils who are married display 
great taste in the arrangement of their homes, and are capable needlewomen and 
embroiderers. The Executive Committee recommend that the sums asked for be 
voted.- ‘The Directress of the Haskeuy (Constantinople) Girls’ School solicits renewal of 
the grant of £200, the whole of which is locally allocated to that school. The school 
is still housed gn the premises which were rented after the fire of 1905, and will remain 
there until the Alliance builds the new school, of which there is great need. The pupils 
number 366 (200 paying and 166 free). The children are intelligent and industrious 
and are in attendance every morning some time before the doors are opened. Persons 
who have examined the pupils testify that they are more advanced than are the 
pupils in the best elementary school which they have visited. German is one of the sub- 
jects taught in the first class, and a course on infantile hygiene is gratuitously given 
by Dr. Galimadi, one of the most distinguished Jewish dcectors in Constantinople. 
The headmistress. Mme. Alchalel, teaches domestic economy. The Executive Com- 
mittee recommend the renewal of the grant. They also recommend the renewal of 
the grants of £60 to the Damascus Talmud Torah Schools and Apprenticing Depart- 
ment, and £32 to the Girls’ school. In the five Talmud Torahs the pupils number 722 
(585 paying and 197 free); the institutions are managed by a Committee which meets 
periodically. The Apprenticing Department continues to render important services 
to the middle classes. ‘There are 41 apprentices, 21 of whom have been drafted from 
the Talmud Torahs. The Girls school has 232 pupils (198 paying and 34 free), who 
work zealously and assiduously. The same happy results have been achieved at 
Damascus through the existence of this school, as are mentioned above in the case of 
Bagdad.— Basing the claim on the fact that the Council once made an exceptional 
grant of £20, the Dardanelles School again asks for a similar grant, as the Budget 
of the Boys’ School for 1908 shows a possible deficit of 510 francs. The Executive 
Committee do not consider that at the beginning of the year.a good case has been 
made out; they therefore do not recommend a grant.—Mr. Moses Sanger, the English 
master at the Tantah School, reports that the institution has been visited by Chahim 
Bey Markarius, editor of the journal El-Mokattam, of Cairo, who was was accompanied 
by several other journalists, and by M. Pierre Girard, the French Consul-General at 
Alexandria. The visitors expressed themselves as being greatly impressed by the 
serious character of the work done at the school. M. Girard assisted at an English 
lesson, and tested the conversational powers of the scholars in the language. He 
praised Mr. Sanger’s methods of teaching, and stated that after what he had heard 
he was no longer surprised that so much progress had been made in the short space 
eftwo months. His Excellency Hassan Pasha Kadwan, Governor of the province, 
warmly encourages the School Committee, and renders them every assistance in their 
labours for the progress of the school. > 

After considerable discussion, the recommendation of the Executive 
Committee on the subject of the outrages at Jaffa was adopted, an amend- 
ment to refer the matter to the Conjoint Foreign Committee being defeated. 

The grants to the Schools recommended by the Executive Committee 
were adopted, with a necessary modification in respect to the Boys’ School at 
Bagdad. 

Mrs. ADLER, in presenting the accounts of the Evelina de Rothschild 
Sehool for 1907, said that the Council would be glad to hear that the work- 
room was now self-supporting. 

The accounts were adopted, together with a recommendation of the 
Executive Committee to vote £500 to the School for the second quarter 
of 1908,

Great Garden Street Talmud Torah. 


PRIZE DISTRIBUTION AND ANNUAL MEETING. 


The annual meeting and prize distribution in connection with the Great 
Garden Street Talmud Torah was held on Sunday at the institution. The 
Rev. Dayan M. HYAMSON presided and Mrs. Hyamson distributed the awards. 

The proceedings opened with the singing of Boruch Habo by the choir of 
the classes. 

Dr. LANDAU, the Headmaster, read a highly-satisfactory report of the 
examiners. 

The CHAIRMAN addressed the pupils at some length, embodying in his 
remarks two tales from the Talmud, concerning the lives and sacrifices made 
in the cause of learning by Hillel and Rabbi Akiba. He appealed to the 
parents to remember that thirteen was a critical stage in a boy's life when 
his religious education should be assiduously continued. He had now started 
continuation classes, a matter he had been advocating for the past twenty 
years. The classes assembled on Saturdays and Sundays, each time for two 
hours, and the ages of its students ranged from 13 to 16 or1l7. It was only 
after the age of thirteen that the eyes of a lad were opened, and he was 
able to appreciate the sweetness and beauty of Jewish literature. Prize- 
winners and non-prize-winners alike he would remind that the chief prize 
was the successful life. This could be attained by regular habits, punctuality 
and truthfulness, which, combined with piety and religiousness, would 
help them to achieve the true prize of life, (Cheers.) 

Mr. J. SoOLOMONS proposed a vote of thanks to Mrs. Hyamson for 
distributing the awards. 

Mrs. HYAMSON expressed her pleasure at being associated with a function 
at which so many intelligent lads were present. 

Mr. 1. GuTreNvERG proposed a vote of thanks to the Headmaster and the 
teaching staff. 

Dr. LANDAU, in replying, paid a tribute to the self-sacrificing labours of 
his intelligent staff. 

The annual meeting and election of officers was held subsequently. 
Dayan HYAMSON presided, 

The CHAIRMAN said that their history during the past year had not been 
stirred by any earth-shaking event. Having detailed the salient features of 
the annual report, he said that as regarded their teaching staff the gentlemen 
they employed were so eflicient that the headmaster’s work of supervision and 
superintendence, if not absolutely a sinecure, was comparatively a very light 
duty. A head ‘of such a big institution as theirs was, however, vitally 
necessary. He and Dr. Landau had drawn up a revised curriculum, the results 
of which, education being always experimental, would be seen in the future. 
* Educationalist ” had written in a recent issue of the Jewish Chronicle that 
Jewish history was neglected in the Talmud Torahs. He was happy to 
inform that writer that those ‘eriticisms did not apply to the Great Garden 
Street Talmud Torah. Since the appointment of their new headmaster, due 
attention had been paid to Biblical and post-Biblical history. Dayan Hyamson 
then referred, as he had done at the distribution of prizes, to the urgent 
necessity for taking steps for the continuance of the religious teaching of 
lads after the attainment of their majority. He had arranged to hold his 
continuation classes on Sabbaths at the Beth Hamedrash, as he desired that 
there should be a connection between the Talmud Torah and the community. 
He had made himself responsible for the £17 at present needed for the 
upkeep of their special class, whose pupils--County Council scholars—would 
be given a thorough continuation course. He did sincerely hope that his pet 
experiment would succeed, and that the community would ultimately take a leaf 
out of his book. He was sorry to say that the income of the Talmud Torah 
had fallen off from £1,026 to £960. They had received less in pupils’ fees, as 
trade had been bad, while donations had shown a falling-off. He wished they 
were able to pay their hardworking loyal secretary, Mr. Benjamin, a 
better salary. Last year they BAd celebrated the twenty-fifth anniversary 
of their existence, and he did not know why they had not arranged a dinner in 
order to raise, say,a thousand pounds. He was sorry to note that in the 
matter of collecting subscriptions the bulk of the Committee were singularly 
inactive. in fact their inactivity amounted to a disgrace. Evenif members of 
the Committee were unable to collect they might show a little interest in the 
school by attending the meetings, otherwise he would rather that they were 
replaced by more willing workers. He read an extract from a notice in 
the Daily Mail in which the claims of the: Talmud Torah had been sympa- 
thetically advocated, and which suggested removal to more suitable premises, 
Before they thought of removing the Institution it would be necessary to get 
suflicient money to carry on the work at Great Garden Street. (Applause). 

Mr. B. WecHSLER, Vice-President, in seconding the adoption of the report 
and balance-sheet, said that the Jewish Religious Education Board, which 
said it educated ten thousand children, reliedon the number of children they 
educated, while the Talmud Torah, speaking proportionately, devoted far 
more hours to its work, which partook of a more exhaustive nature. The 
Talmud Torah taught from Aleph Beth to Gemara, and he was of the opinion 
that circumstances justified the Religious Education Board in granting them 
£1,000 from the proceeds of the dinner they were shortly holding. He 
referred to the admirable work of Dayan Hyamson, and appealed to the Com- 
mittee to make their activity worthy of their admirable and painstaking 
Chairman. The report and balance-sheet were adopted. 

Messrs. J. SOLOMON and I. FELDMAN also spoke, and a vote of sympathy 
was unanimously accorded Mr. H. Kosky. A vote of thanks was passed to the 
Chairman. 

The officers elected were Dayan Hyamson, President; Mr. H. Kosky, 
Treasurer; and Messrs. I. Feldman, W. Goodman, M. Silverstone and B. 
Wechsler, Vice-Presidents ; and a committee of sixteen.

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— 
MR. TREE’S SHYLOCK. a 

Last Saturday Mr. Beerbohm Tree produced “ The Merchant of Venice 
before a crowded house at His Majesty's Theatre, and in essaying the character 
of Shylock for the first time, he added one more to his already long list of 
histrionie triumphs, and joined the small but select band of great actors who 
have made Shylock a man imbued with human feelings. There is no imposing 
character in all the Shakesperean plays which has been more misunderstood 
or more basely interpreted than that of Shylock. Tradition has had a great 
deal to do with 
such misrepresen- 
tation; but gradu- 
ally the barriers 
| of prejudice are 
breaking and peo- 
ple are beginning 
to realise that 
Shakespeare’ in- 
tended Shylock to 
be a man and not 
a brute. 

The question is 
often asked who 
was the prototype 
of Shylock, Drama- 
tic historians, and 
foremost among 
them Mr. Sidney 
Lee, are of opinion 
that the original 
of Shylock was 
Rodrigo Lopez, the 
Jewish physician 
of Queen Elizabeth, 
who was burned 
at the stake at 
'yburn. It is more 
than probable that 
this incident was 
responsible for 
Henslowe produc- 
ing the “ Venesyon 
Comedy” in 1594, 
the year of Lopez's 
death. The time was ripe for an outburst of intolerance against the Jews 
(who, by the bye, were not allowed-to settle in England for more than half-a- 
century later) and the * Venesyon Comedy,” “ The Jew,” and Marlowe's “ Jew 
of Malta” were seized upon as excellent opportunities by an enterprising 
manager like Henslowe to gratify the public taste. It was to counteract this 
anti-Semitic feeling in the theatre that Shakespeare wrote the “ Merchant of 
Venice,” and made Shylock the predominating character. It should’ be 
remembered that Shakespeare and Henslowe were dramatic rivals at the 
Globe and Newington Theatres, and in 1598 Shakespeare produced the play, 
which was entered at the Stationers’ Company as a “ Boek of the Marchaunt 
of Venyce, otherwise called the Jew of Venyce.” 

If Shakespeare had most humane feelings as regards Shylock, it is certain 
that the actors who played the part thought differently. Richard Burbage, 
“England's great Roscius,” was the first Shylock, and, arrayed in a red wig 
and red beard, made the part a laughing-stock for the multitude. He was 
followed some years later by Doggett (whose fame is still kept alive by the 
annual race for Doggett’s Badge among the young Thames watermen), who 
turned the piece into a farce, and the “ red hair'd Jew " remained a tradition 
of the stage for a century-and-a-half, until Charles Macklin, in 1741. revolu- 
tionised this traditional idea, and electrified the town by making Shylock 
a highly wronged man, who suffered intense persecutions, a pathetic character 
robbed of his daughter and possessions, and filled with all the human 
attributes. Macklin further portrayed the part in a black wig and beard, 
and Jews certainly owe a great debt of gratitude to the famous actor who 
had dared so mach from a feeling of justice. It was said at the time that 
Macklin’s Shylock shook the hearts of the people where Doggett's used to 
shake their sides, After the first performance his dressing-room was invaded 


by all the wits and littérateurs of the day, and it was then that Pope wrote 
the famous lines, 


Mr. Tree as Shylock. 


is the Jew 
Shakespeare drew 
Whether he meant it was quite another thing. He asked Macklin why he 
wore a red hat, and the actor, who took great pains to be historically accurate, 


replied that Jews in Italy, particularly in Venice, were compelled to do so by 
law. 

The next great Shylock to follow the lines of Macklin in his conception 
of the part was Edmund Kean, who produced the play at Drury Lane in 1814, 


and when he died, Fanny Kemble said of him “ Kean is gone—and with him 
Shylock.” 


In later times the great pathetic Shylock was that of Sir Henry Irving. 
Only a year or two before his death, Sir Henry wrote to me that the part of 
Shylock very forcibly illustrated the superiority of Shakespeare's humanity 
over Marlowe's, when one compared “The Merchant of Venice” with “ The 
Jew of Malta,” and he regarded Shylock as an intensely human character. 

Mr. Tree represents the character of Shylock in something of the same 
light, for in a highly interesting historical note to the programme he writes : 

In spite of the hatred of the Jews which was common in Shakespeare's day, the poet had the 
courage to give the charactor that touch of humanity which compels the sympathy of the spectator 
and preaches the message of a wider Christianity. ei . . Butthe genius of the poet, the 
genius of humanity that reigned in him stood ever above his private will, aad so it happened that in 
Shylock, in spite of all his uncouth grimacings, the poet vindicates an unfortunate sect, which, for 
mysterious purposes, has been burdened by providence with the hate of the rabble both high and 
low, and has reciprocated this hate—not always by love. But what do | say? The genius of 
Shakespeare rises above the little squabble of two religious sects, and the drama shows us neither 
Jew nor Christian exclusively, but oppressor and oppressed, and the mad, bitter exultation of the 
latter when they can pay back to their haughiy tormentors with interest the shames they have 
suffered. — Phere is not the slightest trace in this play of a religious difference, and Shakespeare 
shows us in Shylock only a man whom nature bids to hate his enemy, a8 in Antonio and his friends 
the poet by no means describes the followers of that divine teaching which commands us to “ love 
our enemies. If there is one quality in which Shakespeare excels it is in his wide impartiality. He 
makes Shylock neither wholly a monster nor wholly a martyr, but something of each. ‘To regard 
Shylock as a wild beast, devoid of humanity and of virtue, or, on the other hand, as the apotheosis of 
an usurer, would be an error into which Shakespeare would scarcely have fallen. |

The performances were highly sunecessful both financially and 
socially. On both occasions nearly every seat in the theatre was occupied, 
The play was excellently interpreted by a company of amateurs. Miss Lena 
Dunkelsbuhler was quite “at home” as tre distrustful wife of Lucas Allward, 
and Mr. Gordon Taylor, as Allward, did fall justice to the peculiar situations 
in which he was placed by his wife. Mrs. Ernest Renton gave a fine character 


- sketch of an Irish servant, which througout caused peals of laughter. Mr. 


Alee Shorey played the part of Elisha Brindle with much credit, and Miss 
Florence Angle made a charming Mrs. Brindel. Charles Bamford, a barrister, 
was ably impersonated by Mr. H. A. Dunkelsbuhler. Mrs, Paul Ritscher was 
suecessful as the Spanish widow. Miss Lilly Spitzel, Miss Daisy Dunkels- 
buhler, and Messrs. Edward Samuel, Philip 8S. Weston, W. H. Watts and H. A. 
Graves sustained the other characters very ably. Floral tributes were presented 


to Miss Lena Dunkelsbuhler and Mrs. Paul Ritscher. Congratulations are due to . 


all those connected with this admirable production, and especially to Mr. H.A. 
Dunkelsbuhler who had devoted much time and trouble to the arrangements. 

It is evident that in the collection of synagogue music recently published 
by Durlacher, Paris (“Six Religious Pieces, Solos, Choir and Organ, for Jewish 
Synagogues"), M. Cohen-Linaru knows how to combine melody with musician- 
ship. Though there is a well-arranged accompaniment for the organ the 
vocal parié can be sung without it. The form of liturgy is not that which 
obtains in Ashkenazic congregations, hence it somewhat prevents a wider 
usage of these pleasing mélodies. “ Lecha Dodi” is spirited and well written. 
“ Askwinu " is plaintive; “ Yigdal” has not been sct toa very melodious tune ; 
“ Mg Tovu” is very elaborately written for solo voice and would require j 
well-trained Chazan to do justice to its very florid character; “ Mipiel” 1s 
very pleasing ; another“ Yigdal ” is also melodious, but there is a very extraor- 
dinary resemblance to the very old English canon “Sumer is icumen in. it 
would be interesting to know if the composer is acquainted with this beautiful 
eleventh century part-writing. The only serious drawback to the work is the 
apparent secondary importance given to the Hebrew text, which we strongly 
advise M. Cohen-Lenaru to revise in future editions of his otherwise welcome 
addition to synagogue music. 

To-morrow the last of the excellent series of Symphony Concerts at 
Queen's Hall will be given. On this occasion two items fill the programme. 
Bach's Motet No. 6, for voices and organ, and Elgar's “ Dream of Gerontius.” 
In the latter that accomplished vocalist, Miss Julia Culp, will be one of the 
soloists, thus making her first appearance in England in oratorio. The 
Sheflield Chorus will sing in both pieces. Miss Culp, by the way, has been 
engaged for the forthcoming Norwich Musical Festival. Miss Culp gavea 
recital last evening at the Bechstein Hall. She will again be heard next 
Tuesday evening at the New Symphony Orchestra concert at Queen's Hall. 

Yesterday week Mr.S. Suravitch gave a vocal recital at Brandon House, 
Kensington Palace Gardens (the residence of Mr. L. B. Schlesinger). He 
rendered songs by Schubert, Rubinstein, Schumann, Brahms, Wagner, Gounod, 
Allitsen and Paderewski. He was assisted by Mr. Jean Schwiller, who 
contributed ‘cello solos by Lalo, Davidoff and Bach. Mr. Algernon Lindo 
was the accompanist and took part with Mr. Schwiller in the first movement 
of Grieg’s A minor sonata for ‘cello and piano. | 

The new St. James's Hall, Great Portland Street, will be definitely opened 
to the public on Saturday evening, April 25th next, when the first of a series 
of promenade concerts will be held. A well-chosen body of instrumentalists 
have been brought together as a permanent orchestra, under the directorship 
of Mr. H. Lyell-Tayler.

In proposing the toast of the Clergy, Mr. A. H. Jesse, K.C., said that in 
connection with the United Synagogue, with the administration of which he 
had the honour to be concerned, he had 
the privilegeof coming acrosstheclergy 
to a very large extent. There was a 
curious enquiry going on just now. Jews’ 
College, the seminary of the clergy, had, 
through its official representatives at 
the Council of the United Synagogue, 
invited that body to sit in judgment 
on the College, and what the outcome 
of that extraordinary deliberation 
would be, it was impossible for him to 
forecast, but the enquiry had so far 
elicited facts which should cause the 
community to hold the clergy in very 
great respect. (Hear, hear.) Without 
flattery, he could say that they had 
come to recognise the clergy as being 
as hard worked as any section of the 
community, that their duties were 
varied—perhaps some of them would 
say too varied. Not all the duties, he 
feared, were congenial. They had to 

Lord Rothschild. choose between conflicting tasks. The 
| man whose interest perhaps lied in 
study and research found himself engaged in communal work, which 
necessarily had to be done and by the clergy, but for which every man 
might not deem himself especially fitted. These things must be so. They could 
not expect to find among the clergy every man who at the same time was a 
great scholar, a great preacher, and a competent reader of the service in the 
congregation ; and to his mind the duty of reading properly the service in the 
congregation wasone of the highest duties theclergy could perform. (Hear, hear.) 
It was not possible for a man to combine these duties and at the same time to 
indulge in the visitation work which was so necessary if the Jews were 
to retain the position they had arrived at in the world at large as competent 
guides and friends of their poorer brethren. The work the clergy did in the 
East End was not much heard of, but the Overseers of the Poor of 
the United Synagogue could tell the public of the enormous 
benefits which the community derived from the efforts of the clergy 
in the East End. Without this work he believed that the praise 
the Jews had earned for looking after their own poor would no 
longer be deserved by them. They recognised those efforts, and he was 
glad to have the opportunity of expressing their appreciation of the devotion 
of the clergy, and he was very pleased to welcome one of the provincial 
ministers, the Rev. G. J. Emanuel (cheers), who needed no introduction 
from him. He was also glad to see present Dr. Biichler, the new and 
energetic head of Jews’ College (cheers), who would, he hoped, 
show the new generation of Jewish clergy how to combine 
the difficult functions of scholarship and communal activity. He had the 
privilege of coupling the toast with the name of one who set a perhaps 
too strenuous example of hard work to the clergy. He referred, of course, 
to the Chief Rabbi. (Loudcheers.) They were particularly glad to see Dr. 
Adler in good health, because some of them thought that he had been putting 
too much strain upon himself. He worked too hard. He set an example to 
his clergy which he wished he would not follow quite so much himself. 
(Laughter.) Of this he felt confident: if the Chief Rabbi found it necessary 
to take more repose than he dt present permitted himself, he would find many 
willing men to take upon themselves some of the many duties that he now 
performed. (Hear, hear.) They would be glad if he would, as far as possible, 
spare himself, and, in the interests of the community at large, he thought 
Dr. Adler ought to do it. They hoped that for many years he would be spared 
to them to lead, as he now did, the Jewish community in every walk which 
rendered it the subject of the praise of their fellow-countrymen, and which 
made it lift up its head and feel that the Jews and Jewesses of Great Britain 
formed a section of the Empire of which the Empire had no need to feel other- 
wise than proud. (Cheers), 


The Cutk¥ RABBI, in responding to the toast, said: On behalf of my dear 
brethren the clergy, and more especially on behalf of the Rev. G.J. Emanuel, 
the veteran minister of the Birmingham Congregation, whom we are delighted 


especially to be cross-examined by my 
learned friend—Mr. Jessel with his customary vigour. (Laughter.) Mr. 
Jessel has gone through some of the failings of the clergy mine, [ am sorry to 
say, is one of the greatest among them—but he has also been good enough to 
dwell upon some of their qualities. Now, I may say that certainly one of the 
least ideal purposes, one of the least congenial of these functions, have 
recently fallen upon some of them in a marked degree, for we have been 
obliged, as you know, for some months to go through the length and breadth 
of London in the guise of commercial travellers, and with dogged pertinacity 
we have asked for orders— cheques made to the order of the Jewish Religious 
Kduecation board, and l am sure some of our clients will have been forcibly 
reminded of the story of a little boy who was once handling money, and 
while doing so had the misfortune to swallow a sixpence. His mother was 
much alarmed and told her eldest son to run at once for the doctor. “ No,” 
said the boy, “I won't go for the doctor. I'll go for the minister because I 
have heard father say that when there is any silver about anybody the 
minister is sure to get it out of him.” (Laughter.) If 1 may judge this 
evening by the woebegore features of our President, our Treasurer, and 
stewards, | am afraid we have mournfully failed in our task. We have 
not succeeded in extracting suflicient silver and gold out of them, and we 
are now faced with a terribly serious fiscal problem out of which, L hope, you, 
my lord, will help us, even as you have extricated so many before from 
their financial difficulties, because there is no question that we are now at 
a grave educational crisis, and this 
crisis is not due to the two Educational 
Bills which are before the country, 
although we feel very strongly about 
them. We are not enamoured of either 
of them. Weare extremely anxious to 
retain the status quo, to retain our 
voluntary schools, which we have built 
at the expenditure of so much thought 
and treasure, though at the same time 
we would fain that this long-standing 
acrimonious controversy were settled 
in a peaceful manner, so as to avoid the 
influx of a flood of secularism. No, 
our educational crisis is due because 
we have not yet succeeded in raising 
the sum we so urgently desire, and, 
surely, when we hear how so many 
thousands of children ought to have Mr. Henry Lucas. 
classes made for them—but new classes 
cannot be opened at present—when we hear as we did on Wednesday last that 
one of the managers at Hanbury Street School applied for additional class- 
rooms for the children knocking at the doors; that an energetic member of 
the Board appealed for an additional teacher at the Stepney Schools 
and our President with earnest, sorrowful mien, said we cannot 


afford it because the response to our appeal is so meagre; surely 


when we hear that repeated again and again, we must all 
feel that we are in the midst of a threatening crisis, and we must feel that 
the time has come when we must put our shoulder to the wheel and try to 
improve upen the collection that has been hitherto made. The answer to our 
appeal has so often been given that times were bad, that people have lost so 
much money. Now, when we proceed to enquire into this can you give me a 
trustworthy instance of any man who, on account of bad times, has foregone 
his week-ends in the country, his stall in the theatre, or who has given up 
one of his boxes of cigars. We have not been able to arrive at any well- 
authenticated case of any such instance of self-sacrifice and self-denial, and I 
ask myself has then the olden Jewish enthusiasm, the olden Jewish loyalty 
become entirely a thing of the past. Surely there is such a thing as 
enthusiasm for some causes. You remember to have read some time 
ago that at a meeting of suffragists a lady, when the collection 
plate came round, took off one of her bracelets and threw it 
into the plate. I now turn exelusively to the ladies. (Laughter.) 
Let me ask you, is not the cause we plead an equally sacred 
cause? Does it not lie in your heart that our little sisters shall be 
brought up in our faith so that they shall grow up to be pure-minded and 
modest, our boys God-fearing, honest and straight men, and not to be lost to 
Judaism and to grow up veritable heathens. Surely we have altogether for 
gotten the old Jewish virtue of loyalty. Mr. Jessel has been good enough to” 
say a few kind words about myself. He charges me with working a little too 
hard. That may be, although I don’t feel conscious of it; on the contrary I 
feel it is but little Lam able to do, yet I should feel all my work, extending 
over nearly half-a-century, was altogether lost if we are now compelled to close 
some of our classes simply because of the ignoble lack of means, but I will 
not put the matter on mere personal grounds. We have heard just now from 
Mr. Jessel that, thank Heaven, we have succeeded in winning 
the full esteem of our fellow-countrymen, and this has been achieved, not 
on account of our services to the State merely, not owing to 
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distinctions gained in literature, art, science, or at the bar, but, I maintain, 
simply and wholly for the reason that we care for the material and spiritual 
well-being of our working classes (hear, hear), and it rests with you whether 
you will maintain this high and proud privilege, or whether you will igno- 
miniously forego it on account of the bad times. It is for you to prove this 
evening in what manner you will respond to that earnest and vigorous 
appeal, which we are bound to hear at the lips of Lord Rothschild, who, with 
so much self-sacrifice, with such energy and enthusiasm in every good cause, 
has been good enough to preside over us this evening. (Cheers.) 


Lord ROTHSCHILD said: It is the duty, or rather I should say the fate, 
of anyone who has the honour of presiding over a meeting like the present 
one, to have to make what is called the speech of the evening. I am afraid 
after listening to the very eloquent words of the Chief Rabbi and Mr. Albert 
Jessel that I shall considerably disappoint you. (“ No, no.) The toast I have 
the honour of now proposing to you is “Success to the Jewish Religious 
Education Board.” When I say success I only mean from the financial aspect, 
because everyone who has read the report of the Jewish Religious Education 
Board, and anyone who knows the high character of the gentlemen who are 
associated with it and who give all their time to its work, cannot but feel 
that a body like the Jewish Religious Education Board must succeed, 
and succeed beyond our expectations, and | am sure that I am only voicing 
your regret as well as my own when | say we deplore that Mr. Claude 
Montefiore, a gentleman who does so much for the Board, is absent to-night 
owing to illness. I think I may say with confidence that, there is no-one in 
the Jewish community, whether he belongs to the orthodox Machzike Hadass 
or any more orthodox body in the East End, or, if | may use the word, the 
most heterodox body in the West End, who does not feel it necessary that 
Jewish children, in addition to the secular education they get, should have 
religious instruction given them by ministers of the Jewish faith or those 
deputed by them to teach the young our religion, and to point out to them the 
moral life that the community expects them to lead when they grow up. | 
have, there*ore, very little to tell you about the Jewish Religious Education 
Board, and no words of mine are necessary to plead the cause of that body. 
The report which | have in my hand and which, [ suppose, has been read by 
you, will tell you that some 10,000 children are looked after by this Board, and 
there are others in the metropolis whom the teachers of this Board have not 
yet been able to reach. Possibly they get a religious education elsewhere, 
but the circumstances attendant on our meeting to-night have, in my humble 
opinion, a much greater meaning than this tri-annual collection you have been 
accustomed to make. I think it would be idle to conceal from ourselves that 
all those who have religious education at heart must feel that we are at the 
parting of the ways, and that the meeting to-night and the collection 
which has been made, humble as it is, must bring cause for reflection to all of 
you, not on account of your having collected insuflicient money for the three 
years-the collection must suffice for two years only —but in reference to the 
subject to which I wish to call your attention. You must be aware of the 
Education Act Mr. Balfour’s Act—which is at present in existence, and 
which has not given that complete satisfaction which its authors expected of 
it. No doubt it did a great deal for education, and was a_ great 
advance on the Act of 1870, but a large: amount of ill-feeling 
has been aroused by it. Last year Mr. Birrell attempted to remedy 
matters, and this year Mr. McKenna has. brought in a Bill ‘for the 
Same pious purpcse, and before that Bill has been discussed and debated on 
the second reading in the House of (Commons, an eminent prelate has brought 
in an Education Bill of his own in the House of Lords. He would be a rash 
man who would prophesy the fate of either of these measures, but | 
think we should acknowledge, and acknowledge graciously, that the Jews in 
England have every reason to be particularly grateful to the country for the 
treatment which they have received in educational matters. (Hear, hear.) 
A Jewish boy in England can be educated in a voluntary school, the cost of 
which, at the present moment, is almost, if not completely, defrayed by the 
State ; or he may be educated at a Board School, where the cost is entirely 
defrayed by the State, and at the Board School there is nothing to interfere 
with the conscience of his parents in religious matters. You should compare 
that with the millions in Russia and Poland, where only five per cent. of the 
children may be educated ; and therefore I think you will agree with me 
that the Jewish community should not ask for any special privileges. If the 
parents are content to send their children to what are now called provided 
schools, they should be grateful for the conscience clause, and Jews 
themselves should help to teach religious education. If the children 
go to the voluntary schools, the Jewish public should not expect 
those voluntary schools to be on a_ better footing than the 
schools of the Church of England or the Wesleyans. I wish you 
to suppose for one instant that. Mr. Me Kenna’'s Bill were to pass. 
Mr. Me Kenna’s Bill offers to the managers of the voluntary schools that they 
.¥e allowed to contract out. Now having a great and long association with 
the Jewish voluntary schools, I admit very frankly that I should hesitate to 
accept contracting out. It is bad for the children, it is very bad for the 
teachers, and very bad for the cause of education, and if Mr. Me Kenna’s 
Bill were to pass I, for one, should advocate that the children in the Jewish 
voluntary schools should not contract out. There is another reason; the 
average cost of every child in every provided school in the administrative 
County of London is about £4 per head, that is without the cost of the 
building, and in the Jewish schools the average cost is about £5 per head, 
and there the Hebrew and religious instruction is particularly good. There 
is another reason why the Jews’ Free School costs so much more. A schoo. 
like the Jews’ Free School is the plaything of the Education Department. 
The Inspectors $f the Education Department think it a place where they 
can do as they like,'and they suggest a number of things very often 
expensive, the cost of which has to be borne partly by the London County 
Council and partly by the friends of the school, and I do not know if the 
xtra expenditure thrown upon the school is always for its benefit. I hope, 
whatever the result of the deliberations in Parliament will be, that some 
Scheme will be found to conciliate all religious bodies. It is perfectly 
Obvious that the cost of religious education of Jews attending the schools 


| may say that all those who have education at 
heart would welcome the end of religious conflict, and I am sure that you will 
agree with me that we as Jews should ask for nothing more than other 
(lenominations. I should not have gone into these details, trifling as they 
may seem to you, if I had not felt very strongly that one of the chief reasons 
why your collection has not been satisfactory is that people have felt that 
some change of education is looming in the distance which might make it 
necessary for them to make further sacrifices for religious education, and I 
only hope that when the “lion lies down with the lamb” that all who have 
education at heart, will make this body as successful in the future as it has 
been in the past. (Loud Cheers.) 


will fall on the community. 


Sir Epwarp D. STERN, in proposing the toast of the London County 
Council, said Jews were grateful for the tolerance which the Education Com- 
mittee of the Council showed them, and he wished some of the members of 
that body would visit the Jewish Schools, when they would find that they 
compared well with any others. Whatever was the outeome of the proposed 
legislation, the Jewish community were determined that ways and means 
should always be found for the religious education of their children. 
(Cheers.) This was more than ever necessary, because there was wave of 
slackness of discipline and“ goody goody” feeling which pitied rather than 
punished evildoers. Religious education was an enormous restraining power 
on the young, a power perhaps stronger than the fear of the law. He hoped 
the Education Committee of the London County Council would always back 
up the Jewish community in its efforts, and he regretted that Mr.. Cyril 
Jackson, the Chairman of that Committee, was not able to be present that 
evening. He had written the following letter to Mr. N. L. Cohen:

Mr. A. J. SHePpukarnp, L.C.C., in responding to the toast, said it might be 
asked why he, a believer in Christianity, was present at a dinner in aid of an 
organisation which propagated the Jewish religion. Some three years ago 
the minister of the Hampstead congregation the Rev. A. A. Green lectured 
at his church and he opened his mind on many points and made him feel what 
a community of interest there was between Jews and Christians. He valued 
a religious education if it was the honest belief of those who professed to 
hold it. The basis of the religious education should be the honest belief of 
the person who was to be educated, Therefore as long as a*sey was the son ofa 
Jewish parent his right education was a Jewish one, and as long as he was 
the child of a Christian parent his education should be that of Christianity. 
(Hear, hear.) He rejoiced to think that the Jewish children, after receiving 
all the secular instruction at the schools, were given the religious 
education which was so necessary for them. The Chairman had 
said the Jewish community ought to be grateful for what the 
County Council and the English public had done for them in the matter of 
education. He thought all lovers of education ought to be grateful for the 
manner in which the Jewish community had accepted the conditions under 
which they had@to live. These had not always been agreeable, but they had 
always accepted things in the best spirit, and therefore he thought the 
general community should be as grateful to the Jews as the Jews should be 
to them. He hoped the religious difficulty would be solved. He had an 
idea it would be. They all thought it time that England should be ashamed 
for having for years fought over this question and it should now be cleared 
out of the way and satisfactorily settled. (Hear, hear.) 


Mr. CLAUDE LouSADA, Treasurer, read a letter from Mr. Claude Montefiores 
enclosing an additional donation of one hundred pounds. He announced that 
the votal amount received in response to the appeal for £16,000 was £9,631. 


Mr. Henry Lucas, President of the Board, in proposing the health of the 
Chairman, said that all interested in the Religious Education Board and 
indeed the whole Jewish community, had very great cause to be grateful to 
Lord Rothschild. When some time ago he told his lordship of the intention 
to have a dinner and asked him to preside, he hesitated somewhat, urging 
that times were bad and that he feared the collection would not be successful. 
When he told Lord Rothschild of their difficulties, that they had no money to 
carry on their necessary work, he at once agreed to preside. Unfortunately, 
his prophecy had proved in a large measure correct, though he had done his 
best to falsify it. He had given of his means, as he and his firm invariably 
did, when the object was a good one (hear, hear), with splendid generosity. 
He had given them a portion of his valuable time ; he had taken an interest 


in the collection; he had presided at their festival ; and had delivered a most © 


interesting and valuable address. Circumstances had been against them, but 
they had had several advantages, and he asked himself what would have been 
the result of the collection without these advantages. In the first, the 
valuable help and great interest of Lord Rothschild. (Cheers.) Then they 
had the assistance of four hard-working, zealous Honorary Secretaries. (Hear, 
hear.) Two of them, Dr. Charles Singer and Mr. David Singer, had 
worked, no doubt partly to help in a good object, but also in a large measure 
out of love for the memory of their revered father, who was such a good 
friend to the Board and who worked for it so strenuously. The other two 
Secretaries had also done good work-—-Mr. Ferdinand Spielmann and Mr. 
Walter Samuel had shown splendid aptitude as had Mr. Laurie Isaacs, who 
for the fourth time had marshalled the forces and indicated the directions 
which their efforts should take. On behalf of the Board, he tendered all 
those gentlemen his best thanks. Then he thanked the numerous body of 
Stewards who had worked, some more, some less, and he asked them to appor- 
tion his thanks according to what they thought were their deserts. In order 
to continue the present work of the Board £12,000 or £15,000 was necessary, 
and he appealed to the Stewards to make a further effort to secure additional 
donations. 

The CHAIRMAN briefly responded to the toast.

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The Problem of the Lectionary. 


The selection of passages from the Pentatéuch, for recital in the syna- 
gogue on each Sabbath, is a task of the greatest difficulty. It need hardly be 
pointed out that in ancient times two (perhaps three) systems were in vogue. 
In Palestine the Pentateuch was read once a year; in Babylonia once in 
three years. Both methods continued side by side for many centuries. The 
famous traveller, Benjamin of Tudela, visited Egypt in the latter part of the 
twelfth century, and he reported as follows: “Here are two synagogues, one 
of the congregation of Palestine (called the Syrian), the other of the 
Babylonians. They follow different customs regarding the division of the 
Pentateuch into Parashiyoth and Sedarim. The Babylonians read one Parasha 
every. week, as is the custom throughout Spain, and finish the whole of the 
Pentateuch every year (annual cycle.) But the Syrians have the custom of 
dividing every Parasha into three Sedarim, thus completing the reading of 
the whole Pentateuch once in three years (triennial cycle).”’ 

But these two methods have nothing in common with a “lectionary.” 
The root idea of such a plan is selection, while both the annual and triennial 
cycles include the whole of the Five Books of Moses. But let us examine 
some of the results of the annual cycle now generally prevalent in England, 
and, after all, our chief concern as English Jews is with our own spiritual 
affairs. Inthe present year, the Book of Deuteronomy is begun on the first 
of August. It isa patent truth to assert that Deuteronomy contains some of 
the most moving and splendid chapters within the whole range of the Hebrew 
Scriptures. But Deuteronomy is read when the West End Synagogues are 
almost empty. I wish that one could assume that any large proportion of 
those who are away on their holidays read the weekly portion of -the Penta- 
teuch at the seaside or in the country. @ But it may be asserted without 
offence that most Jews who are not in synagogue in August miss altogether 
the inspiring influence which the Book of Deuteronomy can so powerfully exert. 

To me personally this seems the strongest objection to our present 
system. There are other objections, of course. The sedra is often too long, 
und sometimes is entirely filled with matters, which, necessary as they are in 
a complete moral and ceremonial code, are either uninteresting or unpleasant. 
The adoption of the Palestinian system of reading the Pentateuch only once 
in three years does not meet all the objections just raised, or rather it meets 
two of them and actually accentuates the third. It reduces the amount read 
to one-third of what we now read on any particular Sabbath. And in the 
triennial cycle as anciently used, only the first four chapters of Deuteronomy 
fell in August just as they do now in the annual cycle. Deuteronomy was 
begun in Ellul, in the third year of the cycle, and thus most of the book was 
read in Tishri, at the period of the great festivals, and in a later month when 
synagogues would be crowded. But the triennial cycle spreads the sacrificial 
passages over three times as many weeks as the annual cycle does. For 
many Sabbaths in succession would be read those sections which we would 
fain crowd into as few weeks as possible. 

Hence many congregations in America have adopted the “ lectionary ” 
system. A number of chapters are selected from the Pentateuch, and one of 
these is read on each Sabbath. These passages have no relation to the 
weekly portion read in the “orthodox” synagogues. This is almost enough 
to condemn the plan root and branch. The force of centuries of habit has 
associated certain portions of the Pentateuch with certain dates, in fact the 
only general method of dating among Jews all the world over is just by the 
weekly portion of the Law. Moreover, Jewish places of worship: tend as it 
is to variety enough; it would be a tremendous pity if the bond of union, 
supplied by a common reading of the Law, were destroyed. Hence one must 
laud the otherwise defective system adopted at Berkeley Street, where a 
part of the regular portion is read every Sabbath. If the whole is not to be 
read, at all events Berkeley Street keeps pace with the other congregations 
for though it leaves out two-thirds, at all events the third it does read 
corresponds with part of what is being read elsewhere on the same day. 

And now for the interesting point which has given occasion for my pre- 
sent remarks. The new “ Year Book of the Central Conference of American 
Rabbis’ has just appeared, and the question is discussed with the usual 
yood sense that one has come to expect from the Conference.. Reformers as 
its members are, the Conference approaches questions of Jewish custom and 
theology with a reverence for tradition which would put many professed 
traditionalists to the blush. And, on this question of Scripture readings, 
what is the principle on which the Conference is going to act? Let me quote 
Dr. Maurice Harris's own words. “The great purpose before us was to keep 
in touch with the synagogue, and at the same time to have appropriate and 
edifying readings.” Dr. Harris has drawn up a scheme to give effect to 
these ideas. He has selected from each Sedrah (except two) short passages, 
seldom much more than twenty verses, as suitable for reading. 1 offer no 
comment on his selection, as it has not yet been adopted by the Conference. 

Though, as I have just said, I do not propose to criticise the list in 
detail, it is impossible not to appreciate the ability with which it has been 
compiled. It fails to meet the objection I raised first of all above. 
Deuteronomy is still placed at the least useful period of the year. But it 
does keep the “lectionarists” in touch with the “ traditionalists.” Every 
Synagogue would be reading the same Sedra (except on two weeks, when in 
the orthodox synagogues Tasrea and Metsora are read). This is the true 
spirit. Wemay have to part with one another in some of our methods of 
public worship, but let us keep together where we can. And, though I am 
repeating what [have already written in “ Festival Studies” (p.89), let us take 
example from the Egyptian Jews, whom Benjamin of Tudela describes. 
Though the one congregation had the annual cycle, and the other the triennial, 
Benjamin assures us that “they uphold, however, the long-established eustom 
to unite the two congregations and to pray together on the Rejoicing of the 
Law and on the Feast of Pentecost, the day of the Giving of the Law.” 

We should be better now-a-days for something of this medieval 
tolerance. “ The Law which Moses commanded unto us is a heritage of the 
congregation of Israel.”. Jew may differ from Jew, but on two days in the 
year Jews may and must unite. Brother must rejoice with brother in the 
Law; brother must stand by brother while the Deealogue is again read on 
the day associated with memories of Sinai. 

_1 have spoken of the fine spirit that marks the work of the Conference. 
This impression is confirmed by some sentences from a paper by Dr. Kohler 
on the attitude of modern Judaism towards ceremonial religion. He is no 
advocate of retaining all that the past has handed down. But, he says: 
“Ceremonies are the edueators and monitors of the people ; they speak to 
old and young, to sage and simple-minded alike the language of faith, of hope, 
and of loyalty. When the Torah-Scroll, in its time-honoured garb of splendour, 
is held forth before the assembled congregation, the words ‘This is the 


Law.’ resound in our ear and heart with the glorious tale of the centuries of 
Jewish heroism and martyrdom, with the world-wde message of its perennial 
truth. So should each ceremony be another appeal to lofty aim and noble 
action.” Then again, in another passage, Dr. Kohler has these beautiful 
sentences: “* Break the barrel but let not one drop of the precious wine 
flow out’! This is the way the Rabbis characterise a seemingly impossible 
task. Such is the problem Reform has to solve. Unacr the influence of time 
the old forms crumble and fall. We have to see to it that the fragrance, the 
spirit of the old, be not lost as we pass on to the new.” When an eminent 
leader of Reform like Dr. Kohler speaks in this tone, who ean doubt that 
American Judaism is now animated with the true spirit, removed at once 
from the two extremes of obsolescence and iconoclasm ? 


Notes and News. 

One of the greatest needs of the day is a comprehensive perme! 
Dictionary. It may seem ridiculous to make such a statement in presence o 
the numerous works of the kind extant. But all these dictionaries are 
special, that is, they deal only with particular periods, and not all periods 
have been dealt with. We have dictionaries of the— Biblical Hebrew, 
dictionaries of the Rabbinic Hebrew, but none of the medisval and modern 
Hebrew. Hence there are two things necessary: first, the later Hebrew 
needs a dictionary ; and, secondly, we require one work which shall include 
the Hebrew of all ages down to the present. Some time ago, Mr. Kk. Ben 
Jehuda (of Jerusalem) began to publish his Millon (319%), in which this want 
was to be supplied. It is now a welcome announcement that the dict tonary 
is to be pushed on, and Part I. is already out. It bids fair to prove an 
‘extremely useful work. Not only does it include the Biblical and Rabbinic 
idioms, but we have the medi val philosophical and poetical terminology, and 
also the latest additions due to the advances of Hebrew as a living speech _ 
our own times. Each word is explained in three languages : English, I reach 
and (serman. The ecltitor hopes to complete the whole work in the year 191 1. 
But students and readers of Hebrew will do well not to wait, but to buy the 
parts as they appear. For, hy encouraging the work now and by buying each 
part as it comes out, they will be helping the completion. There are to be 
twelve volumes, of about 600 pages each, or 150 parts of about 00 pages, size 
royal octavo. The price of each part is Is. 9d. During 1908 a part will be 
published every month, but in 1909 the speed of issue will be doubled, and 
two parts will be given forth monthly. The publisher is Langenscheidt 

Berlin— Schéneberg, Bahnstrasse 29-30), but the work may be ordered through 

any bookseller who deals in foreign works. English and American Jews 
should subscribe in large numbers, if only in gratitude for the fact that 
inglish equivalents are given to every word. This is a great convenience, 
and ought to win the practical support which it deserves. The title by 
which the book is to be known is the Latin one: “* Thesaurus Totius 
Hebraitatis.” 

The great work on Comparative Semitic Philology which Dr. ©. brockel- 
mann has undertaken is making good progtess. Part IV. (price 4°50 m.) 
earries volume IL. from page B85 h6U6te 496. The whole work will be completed 
in two volumes. The title is: “ Grundriss der Vergleichenden Semitischen 
Sprachen ” (Berlin, Reuther and Reichard). 

“The Rights and Responsibilities of National Churches” by Prof. Pe : & B. 
Masterman, is a short and effective plea for the religious significance of 
Natiowlality (Cambridge University Press, price 2s. 6d.). The author thinks 
that “ Churchmanship and citizenship are the natural expression of the two 
strongest instincts of humanity—the instinct 6f self-protection and the 
instinct of self-sacrifice.” But it isnot proven that the two instincts require 
the same line of demareation. The instinct of self-protection is the basis of 
the nation, but the instinct of self-sacrifice leads away from the nation. 
Patriotism is essentially selfish, and a national Church is not likely to corre- 
spond (though it may well do so in fact) with the ideal on which religious 
communion must be based, You can have many religions in one nation, and 
many nations in the same religion. The ideas of Church and State are 
separable, and though no-one dare question thé enormous value of the Church 
of England, it is not possible to doubt that the connection between Church 
and State is a historical survival and not a logical or necessary result of the 
relation of the two ideas. 

Scherman’s “ Oriental Bibliography ” is the most eomplete list published of 
publications dealing with Oriental languages and literatures. Hebrew, 
Arabic, Persian, Assyrian, of course, are included; but so are Chinese, 
Tibetan, Malay; so, too, are Sanskrit. Indian dialects and Armenian. Books, 
periodicals, reviews, are all indexed. The “ Oriental Bibliography” appears 
in three parts which, taken together, constitute the annual volume. The 
current volume, of which Part Il. is just out, is the twentieth, and it deals 
with the publications of the year 1906. The London publishers are Williams 
and Norgate. The annual subscription is 12s. 6d. The work is clearly 
printed and carefully indexed. 

Dr. R. WH. Charles has now published the Greek text of which his previous 
work was the translation. His “Greek Versions of the Testaments of the 
Twelve Patriarchs ” are issued by the Oxford University Press (price 18s. net). 

The Rev. S. Singer's Literary Remains. 

The second volume of the * Literary Remains of the Rey. Simeon Singer,” 
selected and edited by Mr. Israel Abrahams, was published this week. The 
greater part of the work consists of lectures and addresses delivered by Mr. 
Singer on various occasions. The followingare the principal contents: “The 
Joy of Life,” * Romance inthe Midrash,” “ Is Salvation Possible after Death ?” 
“The Earliest Jewish Prayers for the English Sovereign,” “ Adolph Jellinek,” 
“Early Translations and Translators of the Jewish Liturgy in England,” 
“ Jews in their Relation to other Races,” “The Messianic Idea in Judaism,” 
“Where the Clergy Fail,” “Jews and Coronations,” “Some Curiosities of 
Religious Controversy,” and “ Isaac Hirsch Weiss.” A review of the volume 
will appear in our next issue.

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Jewish Farming Enthusiasm.

Some further interesting particulars of the progress of Jewish farmers in 
the United States are given in the annual report of the Jewish Agricultural 
and Industrial Aid Society for the year 1907. The report makes the 
encouraging statement that there is more and more evident a desire on the 
part of immigrants to leave the city to take up life on the farm. “If mere 
enthusiasm were the proper rule for the conduct of our work.” the report 
remarks, “ it would certainly proceed apace. Scarcely a week elapses in which 
there is not presented to ussome elaborate plan whereby thousandsof immigrant 
Jews can be converted ina short time into self-supporting farmers. From 
Canada, in the North to Mexico, in the South, propositions are presented to 
us which, in the minds of persons whose interest is aroused in behalf of the 
poor immigrant, but who are inexperienced in this work, offer a ready solution 
of all our communal difficulties. When, however, it is considered that we 
are dealing with a city-born and city-bred clientéle for-the most part 
accustomed both at home and here to city occupations, and having 
only in very exceptional cases any knowledge of farming and 
when it is further remembered that even the experienced farmer 
requires chattels, implements, and, during the first year, support 
as well, involving an expense approximating £240 per family, it 
hecomes at onee apparent that no wholesale solution of our problems is 
possible.” There are certain classes, says the report, whom it is a pleasure 
io encourage and from whom the results that are attained are gratifying in 
the extreme, “This class naturally grows from year to year, not only on 
account of the increased population, but, too, because the success that one 
farmer has attained naturally serves to attract others.” 

The Society has this year attempted to obtain a census of Jewish farmers 

the United States. With the limited machinery at its command, such a 
consus must necessarily be faulty and inadequate, but the Society gives 
the result of the inquiry, feeling that what it has obtained is reliable 
as far as it goes, and speaking with reservation because of the incompleteness 
of its knowledge. The census revealed the existence of 1,546 Jewish farmers, 
ranging from 331 in New Jersey and 256 in Connecticut, to only one each in 
Montana, Nebraska, and Rhode Island. 

The continuous growth of the Society's farm work, says the report, is 
indicated by the increased number of applications as well as by the increased 
vumber and amount of loans. . In all it has had to consider 1,545 applications. 
A large number of people have also called on its Farm Department for all 
forms of advice. Altogether the number who required the attention of this 
Department during the current year was 2,764. 

“This year,” it continues, “ we granted 223 farm loans, an increase of 69 
over last year and of 67 over 1905, which year previously held the record.” 
The aggregate amount of this year’s loans is over £28,000, averaging some 
i26, as against a total of over £13,000; with an average of some £86, for 1406, 
The 223 loans were granted to 212 farmers. As regards pending applications, 
the report remarks: “ Not counting the applicants possessing less than £100 
and.those entirely without funds, we have 563 with £100 and over, on which 
no final action has been taken and toa large number of whom we are unable 
io render any assistance.” 

Speaking generally, the report adds that the situation of the Jewish 
farmer is unquestionably improving, from year to year. “Surely, though 
slowly he is gaining in knowledge and improving in methods of agriculture. 
His children. are gradually learning to take advantage of the opportunities 
offered by the Agricultural College and the Experiment Station, and to take 
up farming as a vocation. The Hartford Jewish Farmers’ Association, the 
Woodbine Farmers’ Association, “and the Association of the Jewish Colony 
in Melntosh County, N. D., are manifestations of his efforts for social 
advancement. More favourable farming sections have been opened up, and 
the prospective farmer is no longer confined to the choice of one or two 
localities. Though hard hit by this year's extremely unseasonable weather, 
he has not suffered from its effects any more than his Gentile neighbour. The 
industrial depression has notaffected the farmerto any greatextent, and as time 
goes on, those who have heretofore depended in part on industrial earnings 
will perforce devote closer altention to their farms. Though this may 
involve some hardship, it will eventually redound to their benefit.” 

Dealing with Jewish farming in various districts, the report remarks that 
this year has brought the Society into touch with 164 Jewish farmers in 
North Dakota. During the last two years, it says, there has been a large 
influx of Jewish settlers into this State. The settlers are promising young 
men, filled with a pioneering spirit and not afraid of hard work.

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Dr. Driver on Archzological 
Research and Biblical Study. 


Yesterday week, Dr. Driver delivered the third and last of his course 
of inaugural lectures on Archeological Research in relation to Biblical Study. 
The lecturer commenced by speaking of the “high places” which had been 
discovered in recent times in Palestine and elsewhere, and of the light which 
their discovery threw on the study of the Old Testament. Above Petra, in 
the ancient Edom, there had been discovered in 1901, by the American 
explorer, Dr. Robinson, a large platform cut out of the rock, with 
an altar ant steps likewise cut out of the rock. This was a 
specimen of an ancient “high place” on which sacrifices were offered. 
Similar high places had been discovered in Palestine—at Gezer, Taanach 
and Megiddo. The high place excavated by Macalister at Gezer does not 
show the remains of an altar construction. But eight huge monoliths 

they were originally ten in number-—were discovered in connection 
with this particular high place. Evidently they were the Mazzebahs or 
standing-stones of the Old Testament, and were regarded as the residence of 
some deity. The Israelites were commanded to destroy them wherever they 
were found, and they were prohibited from erecting fresh ones. Some of 
these stones had cup-shaped depressions in their sides, supposed to have been 
used for libations. Standing-stones had also been discovered at Taanach and 
Megiddo, Under the high place at Gezer there had been found a cemetery 
of infants buried in jars. These infants were nearly all newly-born, and were 
probably not more than a week old. They were also found at Taanach and 
Megiddo. There were usually deposited in these jars likewise a bow! anda 


jug, to supply the infant with the food it might needinthe other world. The 
buried infant was probably a firstborn child. They knew from Creek 
writers that the Carthaginians were accustomed to sacrifice their 
children in times of stress, to avert the wrath of their 
gods, or to secure their goodwill. And from the Second book 
of Kings they learnt that Mesha, King of Moab, sacrificed his eldest son 


when the battle was going against him. The practice found its way into 
Israel under the influence of Ahab, and is alladed to by the prophet Micah, 
who asks: “Shall I sacrifice my first-born for my transgression?” And there 
was the custom, also, of regarding the first-born as sacred, along with the 
first-born of animals and the first fruits. The principle was recognised among 
the Hebrews, but it was rendered harmless by the obligation they were under 
to redeem the tirst-born with money. 

Another custom that prevailed among ancient nations was that of founda- 
tion sacrifices. Traces of this custom were to be found in the legends of 
peoples in all parts of the world. In Alaska slaves were sacrificed and their 
bodies employed in the building of houses, being often built into the walls. 
In other places an animal took the place of a human being for this purpose. 
Both at Gezer and Taanach, skeletons had been found buried under the walls 
which were undoubtedly foundation sacrifices. It was not impossible that 
I. Kings, xvi., 34, contained an allusion to a foundation sacrifice offered at 
the rebuilding of Jericho. In some parts there had been found a lamp and 
bowl, which were supposed to be a symbol of these sacrifices. As the 
inhumanity of sacrificing children came to be recognised, the children were 
omitted, and only the lamp and bowl remained. 

Dr. Driver then described the jar-handles, stamped. with names, which 
had been found at Tell-es-Safi, Tell Sandahannah, Tell ej-Judeideh and Tell 
Zakariyah. Some of these names were apparently those of the owner or 
maker, but others included the names of four towns, the inscriptions on them 
reading as follows: “ Of (for) the King (of) Hebron,” “ Of the King Ziph,”* Of 
the King Socoh,” “Of the King Mamshith.” These inscriptions might 
possibly refer to the royal potters alluded to in I. Chronicles iv., 23. Two 
cuneiform tablets had been found at Gezer, dated during the reign of 
Manasseh in Judah and Ashurbanipal in Assyria. They were contracts for the 
sale of land, and they pointed to the fact that at that time there was an 
Assyrian colony in Gezer. Perhaps Judah was then already under Assyrian 
dominion, as might be inferred from Nahum i., 13, 15. Great interest also 
attached to the discovery at Gezer of the Maccab:ean castle built by Simon, 
as mentioned in I. Maccabees, xiii., 43—8. Macalister's identification of the 
castle (with bath-room intact) has been confirmed by the discovery of a piece 
-of stone on which was inscribed in Greek characters an imprecation: “ May 
fire pursue Simon's palace.” 

The lecturer next gave a brief account of Prof. Sellin’s excavations at 
Taanach. Taanach occupied an important position in ancient times on the 
S.W. edge of the plain of Esdraelon, and was frequently mentioned by the 
Scriptural writers in conjunction with Megiddo. There were no indications 
at Taanach of neolithic cave-dwellers, but otherwise the stages of civilisation 
were similar to those at Gezer. There had been discovered in a large fortified 
building towards the north of the Tell of Ta’annek, an archive chamber 
containing eleven cuneiform tablets, of a little later date than the Tell 
el-Amarna tablets. Four of them were addressed to the Governor of Taanach, 
and thus afforded fresh evidence of Babylonian influence in Canaan at the 
time. A name mentioned in one of these letters appeared to be a Hebrew 
‘name, and so gave yet another indication which pointed to the residence of 
Israelites in Canaan at the time of the Exodus. 

in bringing his lectures to a close, Dr. Driver summed up the chief 
results that had been gained up to the present from excavation in Palestine. 
Those sites which had been excavated enabled them to draw interesting 
‘conclusions respecting the civilisations of the peoples that inhabited the 
country in ancient times. But the majority of the sites were still untouched, 
and when explored would no doubt yield up many new facts bearing on the 
history of the Israelites. Samaria, for instance, would strike anyone as being 
a very promising site for the excavator. They had discovered remains 
of the neolithic age, of a later Canaanitish civilisation; and side by side with 
this, marks of a Babylonian culture which influenced the life of the Hebrews. 
The scarabs discovered attested an intercourse between Egypt and Canaan. 
The pottery found in the different Tells contained evidences of the art of 

Phoenicia, Crete, the Aigean Islands and Cyprus. They had discovered 
implements belonging to the ages of stone, bronze and iron. The Canaanitish 
cities standing on lofty eminences may well have impressed the Israelitish 
invaders with awe. The excavations of the different strata of the Tells 
showed no trace of a complete break in civilisation between the Canaanitish 
and Israelitish occupation. There had been no extermination of the 
Canaanitish settlers on the scale represented by the writer of Joshua, who, 
looking back upon a long-buried past, assumed abrupt changes which had only 
come about gradually. As other parts of the Bible showed, Israelitish 
supremacy in Canaan was only acquired by slow degrees. The light thrown 
by these excavations on the religion ofthe Canaanites showed that at first 
they worshipped in sacred caves, and subsequently on high places with sacred 
' Standing-stones. They could wish that Canaanitish inscriptions had been found. 
The advantage of archeological discovery was that it afforded contemporary 
evidence of ancient records. But they must be on their guard against con- 
‘fusing archzeological facts with the influences drawn from them, which might 
be false. Before long they hoped to be able to add to their archzeological 


knowledge that of the Hittites. The discoveries of the past fifty years had 


" enabled them to realise, as it was impossible to realise before, the resem- 


blances and differences between the Hebrews and their surroundings. They 
learnt from these discoveries that though the Hebrews borrowed the art of 
their neighbours, religiously a great gulf was fixed between them and other 
Semitic peoples. Though the religion of Israel was built up on the same 
foundation as that of other Semitic peoples, it rose so much higher as to 
become altogether different and absolutely unique. These discoveries they 
owed to the labours first, of Petrie, and then of Bliss, Macalister, Sellin and 
Schumacher. It was, indeed, to be hoped that the Palestine Exploration 
Fund would be kept provided with the means of retaining the services of 
Prof. Macalister at Gezer for many years to come. 


The Weekly Rest-Day Bill. 


This Bill, which was briefly summarised in our last week's issue, has been 
introduced by Mr. Charles E. Price, and its supporters include Mr. B. 8. 
Straus. Mr. Steadman, Sir Alfred Thomas, Mr. Corrie Grant, Mr. Remnant, 
Mr. Shackleton, Mr. Ferens and Mr. Gulland. The Bill provides that all 
persons in any employment shall be released from such employment for the 
twenty-four hours of Sunday in each week. Clause 3 enacts that in any case 
where Sunday labour is required, the person or persons employed may be 
employed on alternate Sundays, but such persons shall, in such a case, have 
a free and uninterrupted rest-day of twenty-four hours each week. “At least 
four working days are to intervene between cach of such rest-days. Clause 1 
provides that “in any ¢ase where by reason of the special nature of the 
employment it is impracticable for a corporation or other employer to allow 
the persons employed by them the twenty-four hours’ Sunday rest, the 
corporation or employer may make a declaration on oath of such impractica- 
bility, and the grounds thereof, in the court of summary jurisdiction within 
the area of which they are situated, and the court shall grant a certificate 
exempting the corporation or employer from the foregoing provisions of the 
Act “ provided always, that in such cases the court shall so fix the hours of 
rest to be allowed to each person employed by such corporation or other 
employer as to secure to such persons a minimum of twenty-four hours’ rest 
each Sunday or if that is impracticable on alternate Sundays, but in every 
such case the period of rest must be so fixed as to secure twenty-four hours’ 
continuous rest each week, and an interval of-at least four working days 
between each of such rfst days.” 

Exemption for Jews. 

The clause relating to Jews provides that the Act shall not apply to 
any employer or person employed who conscientiously and habitually 
observes the seventh day of the week as the Sabbath and actually refrains . 
from work and labour on that day. Such persons are not to be subject to 
prosecution either under this Act or any other Act respecting work on 
Sunday in force in Great Britain and Ireland for performing, or causing to 
be performed, work or labour on the first day of the week, provided that such 
work or labour does not unreasonably disturb or annoy other persons in the 
observance of the first day of the week.., 

Clause 6 enacts that every employer who is guilty of any offence 


under this Act is .to be liable for each offence, on summary 
conviction, to a fine of not less than twenty shillings and not 
exceeding £5, together with the costs of the prosecution. Proceed- 


ings under the Act may be taken in any court of summary jurisdiction on 
information or complaint made by a factory inspector or a police-constable, 
or by any other person; but such proceedings must be commenced within 
fourteen days of the commission of the alleged offence. 


THE NATURALISATION FEE. 

Mr. W. P. BYLes asked the Secretary of State for the Home Department 
yesterday week whether, having regard to the expectations held out by the 
Prime Minister to an important deputation several months ago, he was able 
to promise a reduction of the fee charged for naturalisation in this country, 
so that it might conform more nearly to the much smaller fees charged 
in foreign countries. 

The Home Secretary replied: The question has been very fully and 
carefully considered, and it has been decided not to make any reduction in 
the fee. 


MR. WINSTON CHURCHILL ON THE EDUCATION BILL. 


Speaking at Darwen last week on the education question, Mr. Winston 
Churchill, referring to the Bishop of St. Asaph’s Bill, said: “ It indicates a 
willingness on the part of the Church of England to meet public opinion, and 
Liberal opinion,.and to endeavour to effect a settlement. It is quite clear 
that the Bishop of St. Asaph’s Bill is incomplete in one particular of the 
utmost importance, It does not exclude this provision, but it doesn’t make 
it. It contains no provision for the Catholics and the Jews. It is obvious 
that any educational settlement which has a chance of being accepted by 
Parliament, or has any chance of being a real termination of the controversy, 
must include suitable provision for the special needs of the Catholics and the 
Jews. When we are engaged, as we are, in fighting against evil forces, and 
there are good men in different Churches, parties and classes, who stand side 
by side on this great question of temperance, we ought not to encourage the 
continuance of divisions between them. We ought to stand side by side in 
close co-operation upon a great matter of social and moral reform.”

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Prof. Dr. Israel Lewy—A Notable Anniversary.

On the Ist of April, 1883, Dr. Israel Lewy commenced work at the Jewish 
Theological Seminary in Breslau as the new teacher for Talmudic and 
Rabbinic Literature. It was no easy task that he set his hand to: for he 
was following three saintly men who were scholars of renown. First Frankel, 
the earliest guide of the Seminary, had gone to his eternal rest: and within 
the next seven years the institution lost his two successors, Dr. L. Lazarus 
and Dr. David Joel. But Dr. Lewy was no fresh beginner; he had shown 
sufficient to justify the confidence reposed in him. For eleven years he had 
laboured successfully as teacher of Talmud at the Lehranstalt (then called 
the Hochschule) fiir die Wissenschaft der Judentums, with which he had 
been connected as member of the staff since 1872 when it was founded. Nor 
was he a stranger to Breslau. He had himself been a student of the 
Seminary, from 1864 to 1867; and it was testimony to the success of the 
Seminary that, thirty years after its foundation, one of the old students was 
able to take up the work of his teacher. The twenty-five years that have 
passed since then have shown sufliciently that it was a wise choice that was 
made at that time. 

There is no doubt about it--Professor Lewy is an ornament to Jewish 
scholarship. His knowledge of Talmudic and Rabbinic literature is 
enormous. He is, besides, no mean scholar in Semitic philology, and his 
acquaintance with classical literature is not small. Hence itis that he is able 
to fach Talmud in a seientific fashion. His method is critical, but his 
deeply religious nature possesses. the grace of reverence; and we all know 
that criticism and reverence is a combination as admirable as it is rare. 
Even I with my very slender knowledge was able to realise, as I listened to 
Dr. Lewy, that here was something imposing. We went to him for two 
hours each day. We did not do much, but what we did do, we did very 
thoroughly. He neglected nothing. He took the text and tried to show us 
its meaning as it stood; he traced the subject-matter to its sources; where 
the text was incomplete he would amend it in a most wonderful and skilful 
fashion, and then he would have us seek out all parallel passages. It was a 
joy to follow him; one learned history, geography, biography, chronology, 
archeology, and what not, and learned it all much better than by listening to 
formal lectures on these subjects. I shall always be grateful to him for 
pointing out to us the importance of looking up all references: he would 
allow nothing to escape. His thoroughness was most remarkable ; indeed, it 
was one of his great characteristics. But it was no particular theory or fad 
that he sought to support ; he sought only the truth. 

One can get some notion of his method by referring to his little book, 
“Some Fragments of the Mishna of Abba Saul” (1876). Among his other 
writings may be mentioned * The References to Greek and Roman Antiquity in 
the Talmud” (1878): “A Note on the Mechilta of Rabbi Simon” (ISS); 
Interpretation (in Hebrew) of sections of the tractate “ Nezikin” in the 
Jerushalmi; a Lecture on the Passover-Eve Ritual (which, by the way, might 
be very usefully translated into English); and several articles in the 
* Monatsschrift.” 

It will be seen that the quantity of Dr. Lewy’s published work is not 
large. But the quality makes up for this defect, if defect it is. Dr. Lewy is 
somewhat averse to publishing books. Indeed, he would very often object if 
he found any of us taking down a textual emendation of his. He wanted us 
to remember it without noting it. It was certainly the more diflicult way ; 
but it was the higher way. And it was characteristic of him always to choose 
the higher way. 

But the story is only half told when we have drawn attention to Dr. 
Lewy’s immense learning. Like all truly great men, he combined tho 
qualities of the mind with those of the heart. You felt as soon as you came 
into contact with him that you were face to face with a man of character,, 
with a personality all his own. Perhaps he was seen at his best when a 
student came to take leave of him. It was in the few parting words, in the 
earnest blessing which he then bestowed upon him, that the master’s full 
character showed itself. He might be stern in the lecture room-—he some- 
times was. But there were occasions outside it when he was as tender as a 
woman. And if his demands on his pupils were high, they were no less than 
those which he made on himself. One example shall suffice. Like Arnold of 
Rugby, he feels that the teacher ought himself to be perpetually learning. 
Many were the times when we students, returning home late at night after 
one of our jolly students’ gatherings, would see the light still burning in his 
study. We knew that he was still preparing the next day's lecture. When 
he demanded similar preparation from us, we could not but feel that he had 
a right to make the demand. It was the same with his punctuality. 

His whole life has been devoted to Jewish learning. Of a somewhat 
retiring disposition, his occupation and his domestic habits have perhaps 
tended to accentuate his seclusion. But it would be a mistake to imagine 
that he is a recluse. His interests are very wide, and we always regarded it 
as a great honour to be allowed to sit with him in his study for a little 
time and engage in talk on general topics. He is a great politician, and he 
would discuss the news of the day with a good deal of zest. That he is 
especially interested in Jewish life one need hardly say.. I remember how, 
when I first came to Breslau, he asked me much about Jewish life in London, 
particularly in the East End, and how surprised I was to find that although 
he had never been in this eountry, he was not altogether unacquainted with 
the conditions that prevail. 

Very often, too, he talked of the question of religious life. I do not 
remember ever having heard him draw distinctions between orthodox and 
reform, between liberal and conservative tendencies. He appeared to wish 
not to regard these differences ; his aim was ratheF to dwell on that which 
unites all Jews, for he is essentially a man of peace. His belief is that a 
Jewish minister should not be of any party, that his great characteristic 
should be his Jewishness; that he should work for present needs and not 
neglect the spirit of the past. That, I believe, was the ideal to which he 
gave expression when he first to teach in Breslau, twenty-five years 
- ; and that ideal he has tried to carry out. And so it is that we find some 
of his pupils ministering to congregations with orthodox tendencies, and 
others ministering to progressive congregations. But wherever their 
activities be, l believe one may say that they are all actuated by the spirit of 
their teacher, they all attempt to maintain Jewish life and to foster the 
religious consciousness. Perhaps the most brilliant among them is Dr. 
Elbogen, who is one of the lecturers at the Lehranstalt fiir die Wissenschaft 
des Judentums, where he is doing splendid work. Another distinguished 
pupil is our own Dr. Biichler, whom we are getting to know and to admire. 
A third is Dr. Margulies, whom all Jewish visitors to Florence must have 
met and liked. He is Chief Rabbi of Florence and Principal of the Collegio 
Rabbinico. A fourth is Dr. Drachman, who is on Professor Schechter's staff 
at the Jewish Theological Seminary of America. 

Dr. Lewy had the title of Professor bestowed on him by the Prussian 
Ministry of Education in 1904, when the Breslau Seminary celebrated its 
Jubilee. The honour was intended as a compliment to the institution no less 


than as a fitting recognition of the scholarship of Dr. Lewy. Now while it is 
a great thing when one can point to a man and say “ This is he whom the King 
delights to honour,” it is surely a far greater thing when it can be said,“ This 
is he whom his pupils delight to honour.” On Wednesday, of last week, just 
twenty-five years have elapsed since Professor Lewy began his work as a 
teacher at the Breslau Seminary, and his pupils celebrated the occasion by 
presenting the master with an address, drafted by Dr. Elbogen, which 
voiced their feelings for the past and their hopes for the future. 

This address has been signed by old students from Germany, Austria, 
Italy, England and America. In addition, a sum of money has been sub- 
scribed to be invested as a foundation, which shall bear Professor Lewy's 
name, and the interest from it will be applied as he directs. 

It is a privilege to have been connected with the grey house in Wall- 
Strasse, the house which has been the nursery of Jewish learning in the 
second half of the nineteenth century. Great men and great Jews: have 
taught there. And if the older generation of students are proud of their 
teachers as they bring to mind Frankel and Graetz and Bernays, we of the 
newer generation are equally proud of ours, and with perfect jastice. For 
we in our day have also had great: men, and among them for learning, for 
humility, for devotion to the Jewish ideal, and for deep religious feeling, 
Professor Dr. Lewy will be long remembered. | 


MRK J. He. AMSCHEWITZ’S ARTISTIC SUCCESS, 


A striking success has been achieved by Mr. J. H. Amschewitz, who, two 
or three years ago, completed a highly creditable career in the schools of the 
Royal Academy, and has since been painting portraits and making illustra- 
tions for books and magazines. The city of Liverpool recently decided to 
expend the sum resulting from its pageant upon wall-paintings for the 
lunettes in the vestibule of the Town Hall. On the recommendation of 
Mr. M. H. Spielmann, who had been consulted in the matter, Mr. Amschewitz 
and a well-known architectural decorator were invited to compete: but 
before this could be decided, public feeling in Liverpool obliged the 
organisers to throw open the competition to Liverpool painters as well, so 
that the number of competing artists numbered twelve. The sets of draw- 
ings were sent in anonymously, but with distinguishing mottoes. As Mr. 
Spielmann was already acquainted with two sets of drawings, Sir William 
Martin Conway was requested to judge the competition; and the result was 
the unquestioned selection of Mr. Amschewitz's designs for the four lunettes. 
It isa remarkable triumph for so young an artist. But Mr. Amschewitz has 
power, courage, and a tine sense of colour and design qualities which are 
likely to carry him far and to make of him the most noteworthy artist in his 
own line in Anglo-Jewry. It is to be hoped that this important commission 
will not interfere with his career as a portrait-painter, for his “ Frederic M. 
Halford, Esq.’—a life-size portrait of the well-known angler engaged at his 
favourite pastime—-reveals powers of a high order. 


INTERNATIONAL POSITIVIST CONGRESS. 

This Congress is announeed to be held at Naples from the 27th inst. to the 
jrd. prox. Amongst those who are on the “ Comitato di Onore,”’ are Dr. Max 
Nordau, Professors Lombroso and Luzzatti. Dr. Nordaw is to deliver an 
address on “Morals and Religion.” Professor Lombroso is to deliver 
addresses on Psychic Science, two. addresses on the Scierice of Religion, and 
one on Criminal Anthropology and Sociology. Professor Luzzatti will address 
the Congress on Social Economics. Mr. J. H. Levy is to read a paper on 
“ The God of Israel.” Mr. Levy's paper will be presented to the Congress in 
English, which will be one of its official languages, but will be published in 
French, Spanish and Italian, as well asin English.

More than a quarter of a century has passed 
since its foundation ; it is now a house of forty boys, many of whom have reached dis- 
tinction in work apd in games, and it has been honourably marked by its spirit of 
unswerving loyalty to the school.”

™ The Jewish Citizen's Branch of the Ito, in Vienna, held a meeting on the 
iast day of March to hear a paper on “ Poverty in the Galician Jewries.” by 
Dr. Arnold Ascher, the well-known writer and secretary of the Baron Hirsch 
institution. Dr. Krenberger was in the Chair. Dr. Ascher’s tragic revelations 
of the misery in Galicia came as a surprise to the audience which was deeply 
moved. Dr. Joseph Zipser, a lawyer born in Galicia, confirmed Dr. Ascher's 
statements. The creation of a Jewish land to remedy these intolerable 
conditions was felt to be the only solution. The Branch will follow up this 
line of investigation by initiating lectures upon the Jewish situation from the 
most competent authorities in Roumania and Russia. 

Dr. I. Wortsman,. a New York Zionist, who was announced to lecture in 
Philadelphia against the Ito under the title of “ Territorialism in the Zionist 
Parliament,” found the meeting stopped by the police who had mistaken 
territorialism for terrorism. A police official subsequently interviewed on the 
subject, said “ We only want to suppress anarchy.”

The band of the Royal Scots Guards, under 
the able conductorship of Mr. Wood, provided excellent music. The ballroom 
soon filled, and under the direction of a zealous body of stewards and the 
two Hon. Secretaries, Mr. Horace B. Samuel and Mr. William F. G. Joseph, the 
dance was quickly in full swing. 

The celebrated Empress Room presented a gay and charming scene, the 
dresses being very beautiful. Prominent among the ladies were Mrs. 
Gilbert E. Samuel (accompanied by Mr. Gilbert E. Samuel, the President of 
the Society), in purple, and carrying a large bouquet, and Miss Ethel 
Lazarus, the Hon. Secretary of the Ladies’ Committee, in a charming dress 
of white. Indeed, all the members of the Ladies’ Committee looked their 
best, and wore bouquets of lilies or roses as the insignia of their office. 

The ball progressed enjoyably till the supper-dance, when Mr. Horace-b.

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ST. GEORGE’S-IN-THE-EAST INFIRMARY. 
JEWISH INMATES AND KOSHER FOOD, 


A deputation representing the Federation of Synagogues waited upon the 
Guardians of the Parish of St. George’s-in-the-East, last Friday; at the offices, 
Raine Street, Old Gravel Lane. Lord Swaythling headed the deputation, 
which included Messrs. M. Harris, Mark Moses and J. E. Blank. 

Lord SWAYTHLING said that he represented forty-three congregations of 
Jews, almost all in East London, and numbering 30,000 persons. He had been 
looked upon in the House of Commons as representing the Jews, as he was 
now in the House of Lords. The Jewish community had endeavoured to the 
utmost to keep Jews from the workhouse and off the rates, and it was only 
when his poorer coreligionists wére ill that they sought admission to the 
infirmary. There they would not eat meat which was not kosher, and it was 
necessary that they should partake of meat if they were to become cured. 
In some other infirmaries, kosher meat was provided, and he asked the 
Guardians of St. George's to try, at least for a year, the experiment of supplying 
meat in accordance with the Jewish dietary laws. Any additional cost to 
cover this period he would be prepared to defray, and he would also provide 
the necessary culinary utensils. 

Mr. MARK MOsks said that he was a member of the Whitechapel Board 
of Guardians, and kosher meat had been supplied to the Jewish inmates of 
the Infirmary in that locality for six years. The difference in cost between 
kosher and other meat was one penny per pound, and as the proportion of 
Jewish patients was only about 6 per cent. of the total number, the extra cost 
amounted to only about thirty shillings per year for the inmates of the 
infirmary. 

Mr. JoserH E. BLANK reminded the Guardians that there were a large 
number of Jewish ratepayers in St. George's, and having regard to their con- 
tributions to the rates, it was a very small thing for which they asked. He 
instanced the cases of hospitals which supplied kosher food, and pointed out 
that if these institutions, which were sencetad by voluntary contributions, 
had adopted this measure, the parochial authorities might well do likewise. 

' Mr. M. HARRIS mentioned that the twenty-two Jewish inmates of South 
Grove Infirmary were supplied with kosher meat. 


. In reply to the CHAIRMAN (Mr. H. E. Crowder, J.P.), the MEDICAL OFFICER 
stated that he had never had any difficulty with the Jewish patients with 
regard to the food supplied them. | 


On the proposition of Mr. LONG, seconded by the Rey. FATHER WAIN- 
WRIGHT, who expressed his sympathy with the object of the deputation, the 
matter was referred to the House Committee for consideration and report. 

The number of Jews in the Whitechapel Infirmary comprises six per cent. 
of the total number of inmates, while the number in the St. George's insti- 
tution reaches a similar percentage, said Mr. Mark Moses to a representa- 
tive of the Jewish Chronicle. Whitechapel however, houses no fewer than 
1,200 inmates (600 in the workhouse and 600 in the infirmary), compared with 
the 300 in the St. George’s Infirmary. The Whitechapel Guardians have 


found not the least difficulty, said Mr. Moses, in making provision for the 
needs of the Jewish inmates. The extra cost is very small indeed. As 
regards the financial aspect of the arrangement, the change would involve 
the St. George’s Guardians in an extra outlay of 30s. to £2 annually, a sum 
however, which does not include the cost of utensils. Whitechapel Guardians 
only pay a penny per lb. above the usual contract price for kosher meat, so

that it will be readily seen that the extra outlay is infinitesimal.

The Administration of the Aliens Act. 
MR. POLAK’S PROTEST. 


Four cases of appeals ex the “Perm” from Windau, which arrived early 
on Friday morning, came before the London Immigration Board in the after- 
noon of the sameday. Mr. Swift, J.P., presided, supported by Messrs. Stapley 
and J. H. Polak, J.P. The first two cases, said the Chief Immigration Officer, 
presented several complexities. The couple who had come over together had 
made certain conflicting statements which had been difficult to verify. The 
man, Lem Noarrz, aged 20, had stated that Repeka Portvot was his sister ; 
then that they were merely cousins and that they were betrothed. They had 
£10 1s. 2d. between them, and had given the address of a “ friend” who, how- 
ever, protested that he had no knowledge of the immigrants. The girl's 
father was said to be in Africa, to which country the girl said she intended 
going, after having remained in London for a short period. 

REBEKA PorTNoI having replied to various questions as to her ultimate 
destination and her prospects in this country, Mr. J. H. Polak took exception 
to certain of the statements prepared by the Immigration officials, statements 
which did not coincide with those made by the immigrant. 

In reply to the Chairman, the girl reiterated her intention of going to 
Africa, and stated that her money was in the hands of her male companion. 

The Chief Officer of the “Perm,” who was called as a witness, spoke as 
to the arrival of visitors on his ship, but could not give their names nor could 
he say whether they had promised to attend that meeting of the Board and 
give evidence on behalf of the two immigrants. 

Leis Noarrz, 20, a brushmaker, who, it was said, possessed 1s. 2d., said he 
had come here to seek employment. This case likewise provided Mr. Polak 
with an opportunity to protest against the unreliability of the written 
evidence evidence to which importance could not be attached, and which 
was calculated to make them biassed in regard to the immigrants. 

The two cases were considered, and the Board ultimately decided to 
admit both. 

Ostp MAGILA, 30, had £5 in his possession. He had worked on his father’s 
farm in Russia but he had come to England to better his position. He had 
a brother in Glasgow. Inquiries instituted by the Immigration authorities 
elicited the information from the Chief Constable of Glasgow that the man’s 
brother was a cobbler earning 30s. weekly, that the alien produced a letter 
from his brother in which the writer enclosed suflicient money for his 
journey and the Board admitted him. 

MANE DAVIDSON, 19, a tidily dressed young cabinet-maker had £1 in his 
possession. He had two brothers-in-law in Manchester, but could not 
produce an offer of employment. His father was a master cabinet-maker in 
Rassia, employing two hands. Trade in Russia was fairly good, but the 
immigrant was anxious to improve his position. The brother-in-law said he 
had written to his relative asking him to come over. He himself was a cap 
maker, earning 28s. weekly. He would do his best to find work for Davidson 
who would live with him. 

Mr. STAPLEY: What wages canthe immigrant earn? Witness could not say. 

Mr. STapLey: Do you want him admitted? Witness emphatically replied 
that he did. 

Mr. STAPLEY: You won't lethim starve? The reply of the witness proved 
the superfluity of the question. 

The two aged immigrants from Poniewetz whose case was mentioned in 
the Jewish Chronicle of last week were permitted to land and are now residing 
with the daughter at Glasgow. 

On Monday afternoon a meeting of the Board took place at Great Tower 
Street. Mr. Williams, J.P., presided, supported by Dr. Morris and Mr. W. 
vans. 

SHLOIME BRATZLAWSKI, a 11-year-old lad from Wilna, produced an address 
at 20, Vallance Road, Whitechapel. He had £10 but was medically unfit. 
(Juestioned by the Chairman, he expressed a desire to go to New York, where 
The brother had sent him the £10 to pay his 
fare to America, while his mother had defrayed the cost of his passage from 
Russia. The Chairman observed that the lad had likewise told the Captain 
of the ship that he intended going to Manchester. This, however, was untrue. 

The CHAIRMAN: Have you any relatives in London? The lad burst out 
erying and his answer was inaudible. 

The CHAIRMAN: Have you any relatives at 20, Vallance Road ? 

The boy merely shrugged his shoulders at the suggestion that the 
address was a fabrication. The Board decided to reject him, the boy making 
an impassioned appeal to the interpreter on being led out. 7

The CHAIRMAN briefly summarised the annual report and balance-sheet 
observing that the statement of their years work varied but little oe innian 
pared with the record of past years. He would only briefly refer to the claim 
which the Beth Holim were making in respect of the bequest of the late Mrs 
Ada Lewis-Hill. This lady had left £5,000 to found a ward in the “Jewish 
Maternity Institutign.” Claim to the bequest had been made on behalf of the 
Beth Holim, ast institution was the only Jewish Lying-in Hospital in 
London. The matter was, however, su!) judice, and he would not comment 
upon it further. 

Mr. Moss B. LEVY, in referring to the work of the past vear, spoke of the 
impracticability, on the ground of expense, of erecting a covered-way from 
the inmates’ cottages to the dining-hall. They had, however, repaired the 
pathway. He was pleased to see that the institution had a larger balance in 
hand than on the previous year. 

Dr. WHEELER, the Medical Officer, said that the health of the inmates, 
taken as a whole, was satisfactory. The average age of the inmates was an 
advanced one, and their death-rate was surprisingly low. 

The annual report and statement of accounts were adopted. 

Mr. MANUEL N, CASTELLO moved, and Mr. D. FoLiGNo MAURICE seconded, 
the election of Mr. Moss B. Levy to serve as Warden from Sabbath Hagadol. 

The motion was carried. | 


Mr. Moss B. Levy, in returning thanks for his re-election, referred to 
the untiring labours of his colleagues on the House Committee. 

A letter was read from Mr. Charles de Pass, drawing the attention of the 
Committee to the number of applications received by the Congregational 
Board of Guardians from former inmates of the Beth Holim. The writer sug- 
gested that it would help the Board materially if on every occasion and from 
whatever causes'an inmate left, they would receive from the House Com- 
mittee a full report of the reason. : 


The CHAIRMAN expressed his strong objection to giving the Board of 
Guardians any reasons whatever. They wanted no criticism from anybody, 
nor did they desire any interference with the decisions of the Governors. 
They would, however, be pleased to acquaint the Board when any inmates had, 
unfortunately, to be expelled, but they objected to state the reason. 

The President and Treasurer, Mr. Edmund Sebag-Montefiore, who was 
unanimously re-elected, returned thanks. The medical officer, Dr. Wheeler. 
was also re-elected. 

The report opens with a reference to the constant care and attention devoted to 
the work of the Beth Holim by the House Commitee. During the greater part of the 
year the heavier portion of the administration had fallen on the Wardens. There 
has been a falling-off in annual subscriptions, while the number of inmates being 
below the average there has been a decrease of expenditure for provisions and weekly 
grants to inmates. Messrs. Lindo and Co. have prepared an affidavit in support of 
the claim of the Beth Holim for Mrs. Ada Lewis-Hill’s bequest, and the matter will 
probably come before the Court in the near future. Stress is laid in the report upon 
the necessity for a continuance of the support hitherto accorded this ancient 
institution,

The Literary Movement. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “ JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 

Sin,—The controversy between your contributor “ Tatler” and Mr. 
Laurie Magnus is affording much interest to those who, like myself, are 
seriously concerned with the above subject. 

To a resident in the provinces it always appeared that the literary 
ytovement was in an ideal state in the metropolis, where, apparently, nothing 
was wanting in the way of organising abilities and literary and general 
talents to help and maintain it in a “lively” condition. But now we are no 
longer to believe that it is so, judging from the views of your correspondents. 

In the provinces, excepting possibly the larger cities, literary societies 
were greatly handicapped in their opportunities in those respects. Hence 
the value of such an organisation as the Union, which specially includes 
within its seope the arrangement and delegation of contributors to the 
syllabuses of the session of its provincial constituents. 

But, it appears, in this matter also, as in so many others, that there is no 
use without its liability to abuse, for whilst the Union is, undoubtedly, a most 
valuable means as a prop toa weak society, that is, in deficiencies of organ- 
ising talents and literary abilities, on the other hand, it has come to be so 
much relied upon within the past year or two that individual members of 
literary societies have slackened in their efforts in promoting their own 
intellectual progress and literary advancement, and the societies are kept up 
less as a means for study and an interchange of views and ideas between 
their members than as a matter of prestige. 

It has now become almost an invariable practice among several provincial 
societies to rely upon the Union--in return for the few shillings they contri- 
bute in fees--to fill up their syllabus with literary items from gentlemen 
sent from London, at great expense to these or to the Union, and which are 
still ungrateful enongh to be dissatisfied with what the Union has done for 
them. I maintain that this is not only wasteful, but a mistaken policy, and 
contrary to the true interests of the societies themselves, which grow 
indolent and cease to put forth individual efforts to maintain their intel- 
leetual existence and falfil their real objects: to meet for the mutual 
improvement of the members, the cultivation of the knowledge of Jewish 
subjects and the study of Jewish literature, and in the elucidation of all 
these by means of debates and discussions. But, if these societies, in com- 
munities of average knowledge, will, as if they were learned societies— such, 
Aor instanee, as Jews’ College — persist in filling their syllabus for the greater 
or the whole part with learned lectures and by outside contributors, what 
interest can be aroused among the members to take pains for self-improve- 
ment; what motive for more active participation in the proceedings at the 
meetings ? And if the members are not encouraged and assisted to take such a 
part in the actual proceedings, then what incentive is there for their better 
or more regular attendance at meetings? It is true that insuch a society as 
! here advocate the average member would not be able to discuss 
learnedly, for example, the subject of “The Cairo Geniza,” or “The 
Aramaic Papyri,” but he would do better. He would be able to make a few 
remarks on “Jewish Ethics,” “Jewish History,” or “Jewish Literature 
Generally,” with possible advantage to himself and all the members. 

_It is worth enquiring what are the methods adopted in the metropolitan 
societies that sueh pessimistic accounts are givenin your columns of 
declining interest and meagre attendances. Perhaps it is the too high level 
of the syHabus and the discouragement of the participation of individual 
inembers in the literary programme. If so, then a less ambitious programme 
lor all literary societies, metropolitan. and provincial, on the lines I have 
indicated may help in awaking a more lively interest.

THE ZIONIST MOVEMENT. 


Meeting in London. 


SPEECH BY HERR WOLFFSOHN. 


A public meeting, under the auspices of the English Zionist Federation, 
was held on Sunday evening, at the Holborn Town Hall. The Rev. Dr. M. 
GASTER, President of the Federation, occupied the Chair. 

After a few words of introduction by the Chairman, 

Herr WoLrrsoHN (who was loudly cheered), delivered an address in 
German. He said that the fundamental principle of Zionism was that 
only in Palestine could the Jewish question be solved, that in no other 
land could the Judennot be ended. The migration of oppressed Jews 
from one country to another was of no avail, for anti-Semitism followed 
them and settled with them in every land. This idea was the starting- 
point of Herzl’s Judenstaat, of the first Congress and the Basle pro- 
gramme. Ten or twelve years ago the founders of Zionism had expected 
that all that was alive in Jewry, every warm Jewish heart, every 
humanitarian, every thinking and intelligent Jew, would respond to their eall 
for help. But it had not been so. The great Jewish organisations said that 
the problem could be solved in the countries where the Jews were free—in 
England and America; and so they began to direct emigration to those 
countries. But soon the ancient ery of Pharaoh's advisers was heard again 
may jd. Not only the enemies of the Jews, but also their own leaders, feared 


that the Jews in London and New York were becoming too numerous, 
Hence a change of policy; the philanthropic organisations turned 
their attention to improving the condition of the Jews in such 
countries as Russia and Roumania by founding schools and creating 
industries. But it was not long before the Roumanian Jews began 
to emigrate in still larger numbers, and the renewed Russian persecu- 


tions made the condition of the Jews in that country worse than ever. So 
there was a reversion to the old policy, but with a slight difference: thestream 
of emigration was directed no longer to New York, but to new territories 
such as Galveston. And now again there were signs that the philanthropic 
organisations were beginning once more to devote their energies to the 
improvement of the condition of the Jews in the countries in which they 
lived. They were like the man who replaced a broken pane at one end of, his 
window by taking out a pane from the other end. Zionists, indeed, must not 
belittle the services of men who had worked sincerely for the good of the people. 
They must remember with gratitude the magnificent gift of Baron Hirsch 
to the nation and the. untiring and unselfish work of those who administered 
that gift. They had aright to be proud of the work of Baron Edmond de 
Rothschild in founding colomgs in Palestine. They must be grateful to 
such organisations as the Hilfsverein, the Alliance Israclite, and the Anglo- 
Jewish Association, and to individual philanthropists such as Lord Rothschild 
and Jacob Schiff. But their gratitude must not be uncritical. They had a 
right to ask these men what might they not have achieved had they worked 
hand-in-hand, on a definite plan, towards a national goal? Zionism itself 
had this great advantage over these other organisations, that it was based 
on a democratic principle, whereas their principle was autocratic. That 
meant, in the first place, that Zionism depended not on the work of a few 
men, but on the united effort of a. whole people. They were in sympathy 
with the people, and believed that the people knew best what it wanted and 
what was best for it. The democratic principle also involved publicity and 
public control. It was often said that the Jews lacked political training, 
and he himself had had bitter experience of that fact; but he would rather 
be in his present position, exposed to the criticism of the people and able to 
rely on their help, than be the self-chosen and irresponsible leader of an 
autocratic organisation. He would make this clearer by meags of a little 
example. Let them compare a country which was democratically governed 
with a country where autocracy ruled, and let them answer for themselves 
the question which country was better governed and in which of the two did 
the citizens, from the lowest to the highest, fare the better; for example, in 
England or in Russia. Another fact in favour of the Zionists was that 
they knew what they wanted and whither they wished to go. There remained 
the question, so often asked: was Zionism practicable? Would the Turkish 
Government allow the realisation of the Zionist programme? They had 
often answered this question in the aflirmative ; but now he could give it an 
emphatic “ Yes’ with greater confidence than ever. (Loud applause.) “ Yes 

if you will.” Ifthe people willed it, and were ready with the necessary 
means, their aim could be realised. The Turkish Government was becoming 
more and more convinced that a large Jewish settlement in.Palestine would 
be greatly to the interest of Turkey. The rest depended on the Zionists: if 
they did their part, then, as Herzl had said, “wird es kein Mirchen sein.” 
All must take part in the work; they could not expect the leaders to do 
everything, though they might, reasonably ask them to do more than the others, 
to serve as patterns in the performance of their duty. Herzl had done his 
duty, “ with all his heart and with all his soul and with all his might.” 
Zionists of every shade of opinion appealed to Herzl’s authority ; 
and they were right, because his idea was not that of a_ party, 
but embraced the whole of Jewish life and interests. But they must 
not, while appealing to Herzl, attempt to destroy his work. (Applause.) 
What Herzl had left them was the Zionist organisation, the institutions, the 
Congress. It was those who were loyal to those institutions who were the 
real heirs of Herzl. (Applause.) But the heritage involved duties as well as 
rights; and, he asked, were they doing their duty? Were the leaders doing 
their duty? Were they not turning their attention to petty personalities 
and neglecting the real work? (Applause.) And were the masses doing 
their duty properly? Had they responded adequately to the appeal made 
for the party fund? Had they supported the Bank and the National Fund ? 
The Zionists in Russia and Austria pleaded that conditions were too bad to 
allow them to support the movement financially; and, though this was no 
real excuse—there could be no excuse——still the plea was intelligible. But 
what possible excuse had the Jews of England and America? There had 
been a time when it was considered wrong and dangerous to point out their 
own shortcomings in public; it was thought that the movement was too 
weak to stand such criticism. But they had now emerged from the period of 
trial. They had survived the death of Herz! and the catastrophes in Russia, 
and they could point to tangible results of their work : they need, therefore, 
no longer be afraid to mention their own faults in public. In fact, they stood 
to gain from publicity. He had said that they could point to tangible 
results of their work. They saw now a different will and a different spirit 
pervading Jewry throughout the world. People had begun to understand ; 
the Jewish self-consciousness had grown. People were wont to tell Zionists 
that they had become quieter and wiser. Yes; they had grown cleverer ; but 
so also, thank Heaven, had their opponents. Interest in Palestine was 
stronger to-day than ever. Organisations which had originally opposed 
Zionism were now doing work in Palestine which the Zionists had demanded. 
Dr, Paul Nathan, of the Berlin Hilfsverein, had come back from Palestine, and 
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(Applause.) 
They might well say Blessed is he who changes the times.” 


Twelve years ago, Dr. Nathan would have fought for the introduction of 
German into schools, as the French Jews fought for the teaching of 
Krench. Herr Nathan was now convinced that Palestine was an excel- 
lent _land for the Jews. (Applause.) At the end of a speech delivered 
at Frankfort, in which he spoke enthusiastically of the possibilities of 
Palestine, Herr Nathan had said * But what I am aivocating is not Zionism.” 
Well, Zionists could accept even that. It was a good thing for them to have 
their work done by others. No matter who did the work, so long as it was 
done well. They might fairly be satisfied with what they had done. Their 
institutions had developed well. With regard to the Jewish Colonial Trust, 
he could not now discuss the question of the alteration of the Statutes, which 
would soon be decided in an English Court. But he would say that the Trust 
was carrying out its work, and that the adverse prophecies uttered when it 
was founded had been proved to be wrong. Then the Anglo-Palestine 
Company, which was really the work of the Trust, had produced excellent 
results. He would give a few figures of its work. It had advanced money to 
the extent of 900,000 francs to assist agriculture ; 500,000 francs to promote 
industries; and 1,250,000 francs to help business people. These figures 
represented some of its Jewish work only. But it had also an Arab clientéle, 
and they had the satisfaction of knowing that latterly the Jewish Colonisation 
Association had availed itself of their business service. Then the Com- 
pany had created eighteen matual loan associations, fourteen of which were 
for the assistance of agriculture. These societies, which had 700 members, 
had lent 500,000 frances, half of which had been repaid within two years ; and not 
a single franc had been lost. (Applause.) It was only natural that people 
should pay their debts, and there was nothing to applaudin that. But when 
they remembered that for years the Jews in Palestine had been accustomed 
only to receive money, they might well be gratified at these facts. (Applause.) 
Then there were other institutions—such as the Bezalel—which had been 
assisted by the Anglo-Palestine Company. He wished to advert to two recent 
occurrences, one tragic, the other comic. They had all heard, no 
doubt, of the unfortunate outbreak in Jaffla—probably they had 
heard more than was true. The occurrence had been due to a 
police mistake, which might occur in any country. But the most serious 
feature of the case was that this outbreak should have occurred in 
Turkish territory, where for centuries no Jew had ever been persecuted for 
being a Jew. However, according to the latest news, the Kaimakam had 
been summoned to Constantinople to give an aecount of his action: and 
indeed he (Herr Wolffsohn) had been quite confident before this news 
reached him that the Turkish authorities would take that course. The 
second oceurrence was, however, of a comic character, and affected the 
Anglo-Palestine Company in Palestine on which there had been a regular 
“run.” In Jerusalem there appeared a Hebrew paper. (Laughter.) That 
was quite natural, but what was not natural was that the editor of the paper 
was in the habit of writing on matters which he did not understand. After 
the outbreak of the great financial crisis in New York, he printed an article 
headed “New York and Jerusalem.” In the latter city there had been 
some unimportant bankruptcies and in one of them the Anglo-Palestine 
Company was concerned for asmallsum. The paper in question, Hashkafah, 
at that time published a big financial article in the style of its New York 
contemporaries, and referring to the crash in New York and ‘Jerusalem, it 
remarked: “ Unhappily our Bank, the Anglo-Palestine Company, has also 
suffered.” These words appeared on a Friday, and very early on Sunday morning 
the Bank was stormed, Everyone demanded his deposit, and he (Herr Wolffsohn) 
was bound to admit that when he received a telegram on the subject, he felt 
somewhat anxious not because the Bank could not meet all the demands, but 
because there were great difficulties in promptly procuring gold in Palestine. 
There were no banks there, as in London, so.that without previous notice it 
was impossible to obtain money at any moment. If for one moment the Bank 
had been unable to pay those who stormed its oflices, the affair might 
really have become very unpleasant. But apart from the unnecessary excite- 
ment which was created,no-onesuflered any loss. The quarrel about practical 
and “ politieal” work was atanend. They stood where Herzl stood—there 
must be no surreptitious creeping into Palestine. But besides preparing the 
Turkish Government for a large settlement of Jews, besides preparing the 
people by the spread of Hebrew and Jewish culture, they must also prepare 
the land. The Palestina Amt had been founded for this purpose, and they 
were forming a Development Company in Palestine, with the object of 
equipping agriculturists. The capital of this Company was to come from 
private sources, but the National Fund would assist the enterprise. He 
could not a¢¥ yet give them full details. Building Companies were also being 
formed to which the &ational Fund, with good securities and under the 
guarantee of the Anglo-Palestine Company, had granted loans. In short, it 
could be seen from accomplished facts, how the little seed which was sown 
ten years ago had fructified. In conclusion, he said: If, however, we wish 
that our labours should bear good fruit, then we must not shirk any work and 
must do our duty. When this year addressing a mass meeting in Berlin, I 
closed my speech with the words “If we all do our duty then | hope that we 
may with our own eyes see the return to Zion,” a taunt was levelled at me by 
some Jewish papers that | had aroused hopes which were unjustified. The 
clitors of these papers will forgive me when | say that they do not appear to 
know that pious Jews even at the present moment utter the same words three 
times daily. 1 will close my present address with these words and will con- 
tinually repeat them antil we shall actually with our own eyes witness the 
return to Zion.--(Loud cheers). 
Mr. Percy BAKER, Hon Secretary of the Federation, read various 
encouraging messages received from Zionist Societies. 

The CHAIRMAN proposed the following resolution :— 

This mass meeting, representing all English Zionists, welcomes the steps which 
lave been taken to carry out the resolutions of the last Congress to initiate immediate 
practical work in Palestine, and pledges itself to support and strengthen by all means 
in its power the party fund and all the institutions which have been established for 
the purpose of concentrating all the energies of the followers of the movement on the 
realisation of the aim of Zionism to obtain for the Jewish people a legally-secured and 
)ublicly-recognised home in Palestine. 

He said that the work was proceeding well, because there-was now no-one in 
the Councils of the movement to hamper the work of the Inner Actions 
Committee. 


Mr. HERBERT BENTWICH seconded the resolution, and said that Zionism 
had commenced the regeneration of their ancient land ; they had secured the 
nucleus of a Jewish population in Palestine ; they had founded a new culture 
in Zion, and had given the people a new feeling of independence and 
(etermination to carry out the work to which they had set themselves. 

Other speakers followed.

JUSTICE : CHANCERY DIVISION. 


BEFORE Mk, Justice 

The petition of the Jewish Colonial Trust, Ltd., praying to be allow ed 
to alter the Memorandum of Association of the Company so as to 
restriet the objects of the’ Company so far as colonisation § activity 
is concerned to “Palestine, Syria and other parts of Tarkey in Asia, 
the Peninsula of Sinai and the Island of Cyprus or any part thereof,” 
was heard by Mr. Justice Eve, in the Chancery Division of the High 
Court of Justice, on Wednesday last. it will be recollected that the 
case came originally before the late Mr. Justice Kekewich on July 25rd 
last, when, after hearing Counsel, that learned Judge said he was not satistied 
that the balk of the shareholders, who are scattered all over the world, had 
had an opportunity of considering the proposed alteration. He directed that 
advertisements should be inserted in various English, foreign and colonial 
newspapers and magazines, announcing the suggested amendment in the 
memorandum of association, and that forms for voting, cither for or against, 
should be attached to the advertisements. He directed the whole matter to 
stand over till this present month. In the meantime, 16,006 shareholders have 
cast 50,117 votes in favour of the petition, and 2,487 shareholders have cast 
9,426 votes against.

In addition to the decree against immigration by a decree of the vear 1900 the 
Porte further forbade Jewish visitors to stay in Palestine for any period beyond three 
months. 

17. With regard to the other regions to which it is proposed to limit the activities 
of the Company I say with regard to the Sinai Peninsular that an expedition was sent 
out there in the year 1903 by Dr. Herzl and that after the scheme compiled by me for 
colonising this desert had been fully considered and investigated it was given up as 
hopeless. 

18. With regard to Cyprus, another of the districts to which it is proposed to limit 
the activities of the Company I further refer to the following facts:—The Jewish 
Colonisation Association has a small colony here of a few dozen farmers. ‘The Report 
of 1906 states in page 89 and it is the fact that there is little disposable land and the 
acquisition of new land is difficult. The following is a true translation of the material 
passage: “ Our Russian coreligionists cannot count upon being able to establish them- 
selves easily at Cyprus or find work there and if they came there in large numbers 
would expose themselves to certain disagreeable consequences.” 

i%. Speaking from my special study of the subject 1 am able to positively state 
that there are many other places in the world where there are far greater facilities for 
colonisation than at present exist in the area to which the Company seek to restrict 
their activities. Insome of these places the political difficulties may be as great as in 
Palestine but at least there are no legal difficulties and there is security of title in land 
and freedom in economic development. There are for instance far greater facilities 
for colonisation in many parts of North and South America in some of which the 
Jewish Colonisation Association has established colonies. ‘There are also bette: 
opportunities in Australia, whilst the Jewish Territorial Organisation bas indicated a 
peculiarly promising tract in North Africa the exact locality of which has at present 
not been disclosed. The British South Africa Company has indicated its willingness 
to enter into negotiations with the Jewish Territorial Organisation for the acquisition 
of a Province in Rhodesia.

Moreover the question of the employment of labour is not 
of a Jewish but of an economic character. The insignificant proportion of the younger 
veneration of Jewish colonists that has emigrated from Palestine has done so mostly for 
the purpose of returning to Palestine to purchase land there with their savings. Il say 
that in one of the Jewish settlements of which I was one of the founders viz. Samarin 
the Sultan has remitted taxes for ten years to enable the ravages of phylloxera to be 
repaired and that-he has given land to assist Jewish settlers in the establishment of 
colonies which still exist in Eski-Sheherin Asia Minor and other places, thus showing 
that he is favourably disposed to these settlements.

The late Sir Moses Montefiore more 
than sixty years ago bought extensive plots of land near Jerusalem where whole 
Jewish settlements are now established and are being continually extended.

SEWISH PATIENTS. AT. THE. LONDON HOSPITAL. 
Mr. Leonard L. Cohen, in the course of his annual address at the Board 
of Guardians last week, referred to the striking decrease of nearly seven per 
eent. which had taken place in the number of Jewish in-patients at the 
London Hospital last vear Mr. Cohen's tigure was confirmed on inquiry at 
the Hospital by itive of the Jewist Chronicie.

In the case of the 
general in-patients, the figures, according to the Secretary, were practically 
the same in 1907 as in 1006. 

As to the out-patients, there had been a slight 
total. But whether the proportion ol Jews among them showed a larger 
reduction than that of other sections, the Secretary was unable to say, no 
figures being available. His impression was that there had not been a big 
decrease in Jewish out-patients, though why this should be the case with the 
Jewish out-patients while the Jewish in-patients showed a considerable 
diminution, he could not say. 
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ASSOCIATION FOR THE PROTECTION OF GIRLS AND WOMEN, —At 
the Central Criminal Court, on Tuesday, Hermann Bardach, a German non- 
Jew was convicted under the Criminal Law Amendment Act. He was 
sentenced to fourteen months’ hard labour anid an order was made for his 
expulsion from the country. The prosecution was undertaken by the Gentle- 
men's Committee of the Jewish Association for the Protection of Girls and 
Women, who were represented by their Secretary. Mr. Huntly Jenkins 
(instracted by Messrs. C. V. Young and Sons), was Counsel for the prosecution. 


AMALGAMATION OF THE MEXICAN CENTRAL RAILWAY COMPANY, 
LIMITED, AND THE NATIONAL RAILROAD COMPANY OF MEXICO. The 
Mexican Government, which, through ownership of stock, already practically 
controls the National Railroad Company of Mexico, has prepared a plan for the 
amalgamation of Mexiean Central Railway Company, Limited, and National 
Railroad Company of Mexico, through the constitution of a new company, to 
he controlled by the Mexican Government by stock ownership. A company has 
heen constituted in Mexico by public deed, under the name of Ferrocarriles 
Nacionales de México (National Railways of Mexico), which it is proposed 
shall acquire the securities and stocks of Mexican Central Railway Company, 
Limited, and of the National Railroad Company of Mexico,and which will have 
corporate power to take over when, deemed practicable the railroads and 
properties of said companies. The plan has been approved by the Govern- 
ment of Mexico, and is supported by the following firms, who are the 
readjustment managers: Kuhn, Loeb and Co., Ladenburg, Thalmann and Co., 
Speyer Brothers, Speyer and Co., Hallgarten and Co., Bank fir Handel und 
Industrie, and Berliner Handelsgesellschaft. A full statement of the plan 
appears in the advertisement pages of our present issue.

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THE AWAKENING OF PALESTINE. 


The Board of Trade Journal prints a number of suggestions 
to british traders, as well as information § respecting commercial 
conditions in Palestine, which have been received from His Majesty's Consul 
at Jerusalem (Mr. E.C. Blech). British manufacturers, says the Consul, might 
well pay more attention to Palestine. The increase of population has naturally 
brought about a considerable augmentation of the imports, the volume of 
which has nearly doubled in five years. This tendency, says the Consul, is 
likely to continue, especially when the completion of the Hedjaz railway 
leads to the opening up of districts hitherto devoid of all means of communi- 
cation. Other railway projects are under consideration, and everything 
points towards the general development of the country and the increase of 
its requirements in the near future. The Consul thinks that there is an 


opening for a general store, somewhat on the lines of those suc- 
cessfully established at Constantinople and Smyrna. This, he says, 


might at first be little more than a high-class grocery and provision 
shop, and with time other branches might be added. Not only the fairly large 
British community but most of the foreign residents and religious and 
philanthropie establishments would in a short time become its customers. 
“ Although,” adds the Consul, “the numerous missionary and religious insti- 
tutions are entitled to Customs’ immunities, in practice they (at all events 
those under British jurisdiction) make very little use of this privilege as 
regards laying in stores or provisions, presumably because they have not 
always the necessary funds at their disposal. As it is, the United Kingdom 
supplies the bulk of imported provisions, biscuits and confectionery. It 
seems to me certain that such a store, properly managed and buying in the 
cheapest markets, would pay well, provided that the customer could make 
sure of getting goods of satisfactory quality at reasonable prices.” 

The Consul reports, in respect to the projected railway from Haiffa to 
Nablous and Jerusalem, that it is said that this undertaking has been decided 
upon, and is to be completed within two years. A new means of access to 
Jerusalem will thus be afforded, which will prove a great boon, as the 
dangerous and frequently impossible landing at Jaffa will be avoided. But 
it will be necessary to build a port at Haiffa, which, though possessing 
natural advantages, is at present but little better than Jaffa. The construc- 
tion of the projected railway, which will probably be some 100 to 120 miles in 
length, will no doubt injure Jaffa by diverting from it a portion of the pilgrim 
and passenger traffic, and it is feared that the Government will do all in its 
power to favour Haifa at the cost of Jaffa, in the interests of the Hedjaz 
State Railway. But it is unlikely that Jaffa will ever lose its position as the 
port for Jerusalem and the neighbouring region, while the growing export 
trade in oranges will maintain its importance as long as the fruit finds a 
ready sale in the United Kingdom.

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The Jewish Schools Boot Fund.

TO THE EDITOR OF THE “ JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 


Sin,The points raised by me in your issue of the 27th March, need further 
emphasis in view of Mrs. Hart's unconvincing reply last week. I put before your 
readers three main points of criticism of the Jewish Schools Boot Fund: (1), that the 
Committee had carried forward a large balance without any attempt to allocate a 
portion of it to meet immediate needs; (2), that the distribution of the boots was 
flagrantly uneven and out of all proportion to the requirements and resources of the 
various schools: (3), that the Committee wrongly discouraged the formation of boot 
clubs and thrift organisations generally, the free distribution of boots being insisted 
on. These points are not met by the letter from the President of the Fund. 

1. Il was quite aware that the large balance was the result of special efforts on 
behalf of the charity. But it seems that, instead of extending their work and providing 
boots for the hundreds of Jewish children who urgently need them, the Committee 
deem it wiser (and easier) to save themselves the trouble of the collection ofa portion of 
their income during the next two or three years. ‘This policy is unique among Jewish 
charitable institutions. The income of the Jewish Schools Boot Fund is not so large 
that it requires hoarding or investing. 

2. 1 join issue with Mrs. Hart when she implies that her Committee have made 
the “fullest enquiries” into the circumstances of the schools to which they make 
grants. I know of five schools where no enquiries of any kind whatever have been 
made of managers or teachers, and | have reason to believe that this is true of others 
as well. It is, of course, obvious to anyone who is acquainted with the circumstances 
of the children and the resources of those interested in the various schools that these 
enquiries could not have been made, or the allocation would not be so uneven. The 
number of boots, for instance, granted to Gravel Lane School was reduced by nearly 
forty pairs, without any information being sought as to the circumstances of the 
families of the children, which, in point of fact, have increased in poverty of late years. 
The Committee of the Fund comprises very few persons in touch with the schools, 
and it is, therefore, important that the “fullest enquries” should in future be made. 
Perhaps Mrs. Hart will enlighten your readers who has made in the past the enquiries 
to which she referred, and of whom. 

3. Ido not, of course, know what lefinition Mrs. Hart gives of “ destitution.” In 
point of fact, the number of families who are really destitute and cannot afford to con- 
tribute anything at all towards the cost of the boots, is very small indeed, and they 
can be, and are, dealt with specially. But, for the majority of people, it is kindest in 
their own interests, and educationally wise, for some provident system to be intro- 
duced into the distribution of the boots. By insisting on each parent paying a small 
sum weekly throughout the year, the object of encouraging thrift is not only achieved, 
but the children are enabled to receive not merely the one pair of boots which the 
Boot Fund supply, but two, and sometimes three pairs as well, thus keeping the 
children well shod all through the vear 

Those who have worked in the schools will agree that there is a large class of 
families to whom managers would not give boots free, and yet who cannot afford the 
whole cost—in any case in one sum. The boot club meets this class of case. My 
criticism was directed against the policy of the Boot Fund Committee in discouraging 
the system to which | have referred. They insist on the boots granted by them being 
given free, and | have been informed that, so far as the school with which | am 
principally connected is concerned, no grant will in future be made except such as 
will cover the dozen or so “ destitute ” cases. 

| doubt very much, from a perusal of the list of subscribers, whether the policy of 
the Committee meets with the approval of the majority of them.

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Sir Henry Campbe!l-Bannerman. 


There is one (little incident in regard to Sir Henry Campbell-Bannerman 
which may be worth noting here. It was at the timeof the Kishineff pogroms 
(in 1903), and many of the Jews of the East End had courageously marched to 
Hyde Park to protest against the cruelties of the Tsar's Government. One 
of the most interested spectators of that demonstration was Sir Henry 
Campbell-Bannerman, who had joined the procession on the way, and walked 
from one group of demonstrators to another, watching the proceedings. One 
recalls in connection with this incident the famous exclamation of the late 
Premier to the Peace Congress in London: “ La Duma est morte: Vive La 
Duma.” 


Mr. Asquith. 


Sir Henry's successor-designate has also enjoyeda first hand acquaintance 
with East Enders. This was when, in company of Mr. and Mrs. Leopold de 
Rothschild, he paid a visit to the Jews’ Temporary Shelter in Leman Street 
one Friday morning, at the time of the Russo-Japanese war. There were a 
large number of Jewish refugees at the Shelter, and the future Premier 
exhibited the greatest interest in them. He also went all over the premises, 
and it is recalled with just a tinge of pride that he even examined the food 
that was given to the inmates. Mr. Asquith was at the Shelter a considerable 
time, and spoke very sympathetically of the refugees. 


Sir Howard Vincent. 


The death of Sir Howard Vincent removes one with whom the Jewish com- 
munity and the Jewish Chronicle have frequently been brought into contact on 
account of his pronounced anti-alien views. Sir Howard may almost be 
called the father of the Aliens Act, for he advocated it for years, in season 
and out of season, and with a weakness of the statistical sense which was 


thoroughly characteristic of the entire agitation. His interest in the 
question, which was consistent with his entire bent of thought upon 


questions and national politics, continued long after the Act was passed, 
and it is not long since he appealed to the Home Secretary, from his place 
in Parliament, against a statement on the administration of the Act which 
had appeared in our columns. 


Not an Anti-Semite. 


Sir Howard 


always disclaimed any anti-Jewish bias. We may 
recall, in this connection, an emphatic statement which he made 
to a representative of the Jewish Chronicle. It was in August, 1901, 


when the agitation against the aliens was taken in hand by a special private 
Parliamentary Committee. The Committee held a meeting in the Committee 
Room No. 16. At its conclusion, the representative of the Jewish 
Chronicle was invited in, and Sir Howard, welcoming him with a hearty 


hand-shake, remarked: “I am very glad to see you here, because 
[ wish to dispel any -notion that this movement is’ tainted 
with anti-Semitic bias. There is not a trace of anti-Semitism about it. 


On the contrary, we respect the Jews, we admire the part they have 
played in the war, and the action we are takiug is as much in the interests of 
the Jews themselves as in those of any other section of the population. In 
fact. my views are exactly those of your coreligionists” (and Sir Howard, 
producing from his pocket a cutting from the Jewish Chronicle, read out the 
account of an interview with Sir H. 8S. Samuel which bad appeared in the 
columns of this journal a few weeks before). Sir Howard, upon that occasion, 
declared that the decentralisation of the Ghetto would be desirable, but he 
did not believe it would be practicable. 


Alien Immigration. 


The coming of spring heralds an increased inflow of immigration to this 
country and a consequent renewal of activity on the part of the London 
Alien Appeal Board, which, by the way, met twice during last week. One 
noticeable feature of their later deliberations is the greater consideration 
accorded to those appellants who appear to be suffering from affections of the 
eyes. It is possible, as the medical officer has himself shown, to allay the 
spread of the disease by the exercise of proper precautions and, with skilful 
treatment, to almost eradicate it. On the showing, in these columns, of an 
eminent ophthalmist, so-called trachoma is not. always trachoma, and the lesson 
has evidently been assimilated by the Board's officials. 


A Jewish Amateur Orchestra. 


We lately received an invitation to a concert organised by the Jewish 
Orchestral Society that was held at the premises of the Old Boys’ Club--and 
capital premises they are, too. That Orchestra quite took our fancy. To our 
mind the “J. O. 5S.” has a future; its services at many of our boys’ and girls’ 
clubs should be welcome. But it needs advertisement. 


The Future of Yiddish. Sul 


Signs are not wanting that Yiddish is shortly to be raised on a higher 
poe It is to be accorded the dignity of a grammar, and a conference to be 
eld in the summer will propound its views as to the best means of investing 
the jargon with more than a mere semblance of respectability. The con- 
ference, which will be an international one, will arrange definite grammatical 
. rules and will decide what steps are necessary to improve Yiddish orthography. 
The production of a standard Yiddish dictionary will be seriously discussed. 


The Yiddish Actor of To-day. 


It is a sign of the times that the most recent arrivals of Yiddish actors 
are taking especial pains to perfect their knowledge of English. Their 
histrionic capacity is undoubted, and with the passing of the Yiddish play 
they should find an excellent field for the adaptation of well-known Yiddish 
dramas. Mr. Waxman, himself one of the shining lights of the Yiddish stage, 
has appeared in English Jewish sketches with conspicuous success, and his 
efforts have aroused quite as much enthusiasm among Gentile as among Jewish 
audiences. This tends to show that linguistic ability is one of those boons 
and blessings which the Yiddish actor is just beginning to appreciate. 


The Local Demand--— 


The other week there appeared in this column the incident of the organ- 
cnanee who played “ Hatikvah ” for the delectation of his Jewish clientéle. 
he man must look to his laurels, for a certain German band which pitches its 
tents—and its music-rests—with regularity in the nseighbourhood of Old 


Montague Street, presents a real Yiddish repertoire. Their selection 
embrace a variety of popular Yiddish tunes, melodies both sweet and sad. 


And a Rumoured Petition. 


Naturally the foreign residents are quite taken up with this innovation, 
while the band in question is more than satisfied with the financial result of 
its venture. The bands usually commence operations prior to the dinner 
hour, and it is rumoured that a petition is to be presented to the respon- 
sible authorities by hungry husbands, praying that the band should confine 
its activity toa later period in the afternoon, when busy housewives cannot 
be distracted in the providing of the midday meal. 


The Age to Marry. 


As bearing on a question of universal interest, upon which the Chief 
Rabbi recently expressed an opinion, a gentleman who, in his lifetime, 
proved a generous contributor to New York charities, has provided in his 
will against the too early marriage of his sons. He has arranged that his 
sons should not enter upon matrimonial responsibilities before they attain 
the age of twenty-one years. Should they disobey this provision, they incur 
the penalty of forfeiting their share of a very extensive estate. 


Sabbath Observance Measures. 


One hears of so much theory in the case of Sabbath observance that one 
almost despairs of anything practical ever being accomplished. We, in 
London, tried to form a Sabbath Observance Society some long time ago, and 
would doubtless have done so, had it not been for the machinations of a band 
of Socialist tailors to whom one day of rest appeared to be anathema. . Since 
then the Sabbath Observance Society has lain low, and we, for our part, have 
“heard nuffin’.” Something practical, however, has been accomplished by the 
Council of Jewish Women of New Orleans, who have passed a resolution to do 
away with shopping and the attendance at matinees on the Sabbath. This 
is something towards a great movement, and-—ye opponents of woman's 
franchise !—it is being accomplished by women.

We have seldom, if ever, questioned the intelligence of the average 
policeman, but the partial spirit displayed by a constable in Goulston Street, 
Aldgate, the other Sunday morning, made us ponder on the law's inconsistency, 
and caused us to question the intelligence of its representative. At the 
Aldgate end of the street, a missionary was expounding his views with the 
voice of a stentor, his assistant meanwhile distributing gaily-illustrated 
tracts to sundry Jewish children who stood around. The man’s loquacity was 
remarkable and, in the opinion of many, he at length developed into anuisance. 


Summary Discrimination. 


A Jewish traveller in some patent compound took up his stand in the 
neighbourhood of the preacher and commenced to describe his wares, when 
the policeman hustled him away with all speed and bade him pack up his 
property and depart. “ Bat,” protested the evicted one, “you permit that 
missionary to address the people—which is his profession why not allow me 
to make my living?" “ Not your affair!” tersely replied * Robert.” And the 
preacher went on preaching, while the seeker after a few honest pence was 
hustled out of the locality, for a reason which was far from clear.

In presenting their report on the work of the past year, 
the Committee express regret at the lack of interest 
shown in the Union and decrease of membership. This 
state of affairs is accounted for by the general wave of 
depression in the literary world, shown by similar discouraging reports from 
many kindred societies.

The Rev. H.S. Lewis, who was enthusiastically received, referred to a 
lecture he had delivered to the Society, about two years ago, on which 
occasiop he was much impressed with its vitality and earnestness. Although 
in London literary societies did not appear to meet with much success, in the 
provinces a more healthy state of affairs prevailed, and several societies were 
in a flourishing condition. All literary societies, however, had their ups and 
downs, and various causes contributed to the lack of interest on the part of 
members.

Secretary had on oceasions to step in and allay their wounded feelings. he 
pleaded for more support in the future, and thought that social engagements 
should not be allowed to interpose between lecture and fixtures. Success also 
to some extent depended upon members being punctual. He would personally 
use every effort to promote the interests of ‘the Society during his connection 


with it.

Owing to the death of Mr. Paul Hirseh, the positions of the 
President and Treasurer of the Board of Guardians have 
become vacant, anda keen contest has arisen for the vacancy, 
there being three candidates. Last week a special meeting 
was convened at the Jewish Institute for the purpose of furthering the can- 
didature of the Chairman of the Institute for the vacant position. The 
contest reached aclimax last Sunday, when the elections should have taken 
place. Owing to a rule stating that only subscribers paying 10s. 6d. and 
more are entitled to vote, the monthly “sixpenny” subscribers, of whom 
there are over 50, were nut invited. As a result, the latter decided to 
“storm” the meeting, which was held at the Belgrave Street Synagogue 
Vestry room. A large crowd collected outside the building long before the 
commencement of the meeting, and qualified subscribers were unable to gain 
admission to the building. Subsequently, the Rev. M. Abrahams, who pre- 
sided, was asked by a member of the audience why subscribers were not 
invited, and replied that an old copy of the rules of the Board had been found 
which contained a rule dealing with thequestion. The rule, which wasthen read, 
stated that “every annual member of 10s. 6d. and upwards, not in arrears, 
was eligible to vote.” A heated discussion followed, the monthly subscribers

claiming that, no matter what might be the amount paid by a subscriber, all 
should be allowed to vote. On the other hand, those members who had sub- 
seribed for a number of years opposed the idea of granting a vote to those 
who had in some cases contributed no more than a few shillings, covering a 
period of only a few months. Some further discussion ensued, and ultimately 
the proceedings became so disorderly that the Chairman was compelled to 
adjourn the meeting.

standing to his eredit. He held it to be not the least of a 
minister's duties to identify himself with the weneral life of the city and to 
make clear the genuineness of Jewish interest in everything that coneerned 
the general welfare of the people. That duty had not been a hard one in 
Liverpool, because the high esteem in which the Jewish name was held 
in business, civic and social circles there owing to the lives and character of 
Liverpool Jewish men, assured a hearty welcome to the Jewish representative 
wherever he went; although these very considerations added to his responsi- 
bility and made him feel that he had a high standard to reach and maintain. 
The discouraging part of a minister's life was that the functions 
divided and subdivided him over and over again. He wanted to be actively 
associated with every movement that concerned the physical, moral, spiritual, 
and intellectual welfare of his people. He wanted to be the eyes to his 
community and its hands also, discerning where there were gaps in the 
communal life, and leading or assisting to fill them. He wanted to keep in 
touch with his people in their individual lives so that any powers he 
might possess, his influence, his advice, his sympathy, might be of some use 
to them when they were needed. And all this time he wanted to be con- 
stantly deepening his stores of knowledge, keeping himself abreast of modern 
thought that his presentation of the eternal truths entrusted to him might 
be a presentation that was seen to have it# application to the changing 
conditions of modern life. Perhaps his severest and most effective critic 
and also they would believe him, a benevolent critic, he found at home, 
and it was to her faith and belief in him, her support and encouragement 
and her advice, based as it was on her knowledge of what a Jewish minister 
should be, as presented to her in the daily life of her youth at home in 
the person of her father, the doyen of the Anglo-Jewish ministry, that he 
owed much of the little he had done. He was suré the responsibilities 
of his office would have overwhelmed him were it not for the kindness and 
the encouragement he had received and the friendship that had been 
extended to him, and the indulgence with which his blunders as a young 
man been overlooked. These things comforted him when he sometimes sat 
down and took eut of the pigeon-holes of his desk or his brain, skeletons 
of schemes that were still in nubibus, and he knew that when the path was 
clearer and that when the psychological moment came for launching them 
they would receive sympathetic support. That night, surrounded as he was by 
friends and the recipient of the mark of their affection, esteem and goodwill, 
the only wish that was in his heart was that the relations between them and 
him would always remain as they then were. 

Mr. Baron Stern, in proposing “ The Schools,” coupled with it the names 
of Mr. A. M. Jackson and Mr. D. Gabrielsen. Mr. A. M. Jackson, greatly 
regretted the absence through indisposition of the President of the Schools, 
Mr. Charles S. Samuell, the grand old man of Liverpool Jewry. He 
said that the school received the most ignorant foreign children 
and the children of the poorest of their community, and through the 
education afforded turned out boys and girls a credit alike to Judaism and 
to this land. Mr. David Gabriel also responded. 

Mr. B. L. Benas, J.P... in submitting the toast of the “Old Boys’ 
Association,” said that he had been connected with the Board of 
Management of the Hebrew Schools for nearly 45 years, and he was glad 
to say he had learned many valuable lessons from his participation in that 
work. In particular it had shown him that men might come and men might go 
but the great educational institution of which they were all so justly proud 
went on and was likely to go on, he hoped, as long as Jewry existed in 
Laticashire. Hope Place boys and girls were, to be found all over 
the world. Recently he had delivered an inaugural address to 
a literary society on the subject of the history of Liverpool Jewry; 
and he was delighted when he received letters from old boys of the Hope 
Place Schools who had settled in America, and who, having read the report 
of his address, wrote in order to tell him they still cherished fond recollec- 
tions of their native city, and their dear old school. On his travels abroad 
he had-met several old scholars who had achieved success in life, in the 
spheres of their own religious work, literature, science, art, the stage, and in 
trade and commerce. Wherever they happened to be, in their hearts they told 
him the affectionate memories of Hope Place were enshrined, for in Hope 
Place they realised that the foundations of their fortune had been laid. 

Mr. M. Kaizer, in responding, described the work of the Association.

The Rev. Barnet Isaac Cohen is the youngest son 
of the late Dayan Susman Cohen, and belongs to an old clerical 
family.

the Rey. H. M. Lazarus, B.A. Mr. Cohen was born in 
Manchester in 1880 and received his early education at 
the Jews’ Schools of that city, where he obtained a 
number of prizes, while his Hebrew education was 
supervised and supplemented by his father. At Jews’ 
College he gained many prizes, obtaining the class 
prizes while a pupil in the preparatory class and later 
as junior and senior student, for several’ years’ in 
}/ suecesssion, and also the following special prizes: The 
Kleazar Magnus Essay Prize for 1902, 1903 and 1904; the 
EVelina Essay Prize ‘subject, The Literary History of 
the Eighteen Benedictions in 1905, and the Adelaide 
Franklin Prize for the greatest “ proficiency in Hebrew 
and the tenets of the Jewish faith” in 1906. -Mr. Cohen 
was the first holder of the Jacob A. Franklin Scholar- 
ship and lafterly held the Edward Henry Beddington Scholarship. At 
University College he gained the Hollier Scholarship in Hebrew, in 1100), 
and in 1904 he graduated with honours at the London University in Semitics. 
After graduating, Mr. Cohen specialised in Rabbinies, and studied under 
the Rev. Avigdor Chaikin, Rabbi of the Federation of Synagogues, and 
through the courtesy of the Chief Rabbi and the Dayanim he was privileged 
to attend all the sessions of the Beth Din, continuing at the same time his 
studies at Jews’ College by attending Principal Biichlers lectureswon 
Jewish History and the Liturgy. Mr. Cohen was Honorary ary to the 
Jews’ College Union Society for four years, and “Served as President 
for two years. He also held the position of Vice-President of the 
Jews College Literary Society, and during the past three years has 
acted as its Honorary Secretary. Mr. Cohen has been for eight. years an 
honorary teacher at the Free School Sabbath Classes, and during the past 
six years teacher at the Religion¢ lasses heldattheSt.Stephen’sSchools. Hehas 
also, for some years, assisted the Rey. S. Levy at the London Hospital; been 
on the rota of ministers at the Thrawl Street Centre; and acted as Vice- 
President of the Brompton Hospital Aid Society. He has been an active ollicer of 
the Jewish Lads’ Brigade for many years, and has occasionally taken the 
(haplain’s place at the Deal Camp.

Shylock. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “ JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 


Sin,— With reference to your interview with Mr. Beerbohm Tree in the 
Jewish Chronicle of March 27th, many will, I feel, differ from the idea that 
Shakespeare's Shylock is “the finest portrayal of the Jew in all literature.” 
A couple of weeks ago I read a paper on the poets at the Liverpool Jewish 
Literary Society, and the following remarks may interest your readers :— 


There is no play that has received more varied criticism than the “ Merchant of 
Venice.” By the advucates of bigotry and intolerance, Shylock has been held up as the 
very type of a Jew, but by those that hold a contrary opinion, Shakespea’e has been 

rdoned as he did not Know the individual character of a Jew at all. Let us not 
isten to either, but analyse for ourselves his creation. 

Shakespeare, with his instinctive knowledge of human nature, knew that to create 
a Shylock in Italy he must make the man an IJtalianand a Jew. At the time the 
“ Merchant of Venice ” was written, what was the arbiter of difference between gentle- 
men?’ Therapier. Tybalt thinks no more of stabbing Mercutio to death than we to- 
day of serving an opponent with a writ. 

But what means between a superior andinferior when a duel coul) |. fought ? 
Why, the knife, the vendetta. It is certainly not Jewish, it may not be «‘hristian 
but it is decidedly Ltalian and medieval. 

Shylock, cruel and unmerciful, is never mean or a coward, he does n 
monies secretly. No, he cries them out on the Rialto. “ where all the mercl.iants most 
do congregate.” Cruel laws have prevented him following any other calling. 
Antonio, when he meets Shylock, rates him for his usury and insults him but the Jew 
bears it nobly, explaining that sufferance is the badge of all his tribe. Then Antonio 
spits at him, and the Jtalian spirit of vendetta is then aroused. 


Bat, as Mr. Tree says, “if Shylock had an Italian hate, he had a warm 
Jewish love-—he loved his religion, his sacred race, he lovedthe memory of his 
departed Leah, he loved his daughter Jessica.”

The Cochin Jews. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “ JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 

Srr,—In the interest of the history of the Cochin Jews, will you kindly 
permit me a little space in your valuable journal to put the following 
questions to be answered by anyone who knows about the subject. 

In the fourth volume of the Jewish Encyclopedia, on page 156, it is 
written that in 1848“ the freed slaves " of the Cochin Jews “ asked permission 
of the White Jews to use benches in the synagogne and being refused moved 
within the boundary of the British territory where no distinction is made 
between master and slave. Led by Ava, a wealthy emancipated slave, who 
acted as sofer and shohet they built a synagogue, &c.... .” Being interested 
in the subject I have been also gathering information on these curious 
phenomena of Jewish life in Cochin, and according to my informants never in 
the history of Cochin Jews was a request to use benches in the synagogue 
made and refused. It will therefore be extremely interesting to find out the 
real cause of the exodus into British territory, and surely there should be 
someone amongst the numerous readers of your widely circulated paper who 
will be able to throw some light on the matter. : 

Again, Mr. Joseph Ezekiel, the writer of the article, describes Ava as 
“a wealthy emancipated slave who acted as sofer and shohet.” Research has 
brought to light the tombstone of one Abraham, who is supposed to be this 
Ava, and there are persons still living who knew Ava personally, and if they 
are to be believed, Ava was never a sofer and shohet. May I therefore ask, 
through the medium of the Jewish Chronicle, who this Ava was, whose son 
he was, whether he was a “stranger of righteousness” regarded as a 
“slave” in Cochin, or whether he was a bought slave, and whether any 
records exist to show his emancipation, if he was ever emancipated, in the 
annals of the Jews of Cochin ?

It used to be eustomary for the head of the family 
to attire himself in the W hite robes that are worn on 
the Day of Atonement, and are identical with the 
hich Jews are hurried, What is the origin 
of this custom - The explanations usually given are 
not satisfactory. Some believe that these robes are 
imitated from ‘the Roman toga, which was worn only 
by free men, and that they were assumed for the same 
reason that were: lineduring the evening ; 00 emphasise 
our freedom. 

The opening of the door after Grace Is 4 cere- 
monial whose origin has heen the object of no end of 
speculation. it is opened before the recital of the 
Scriptural verse, «Pour out thy wrath upon the 
nations,” etc., ‘f to suit the action to the words. 
Very possibly the door was opened when these verses 
were about to be recited, as a precaution to make sure 
that no spies were lurking outside, for in the Middle 
Ages the Jews were beset with enemies who were bent 
upon their destruction, and they often took advantage 
of the Passover evening to incite an attack upon the 
Jewish quarter. But some authorities are of opinion 
that originally the door was opened at the commence- 
ment of the Seder, when the invitation to participate 1! 
it was extended to the stranger, and that it remained 
open the entire evening. When, however, the enemies 
of the Jews took advantage of this custom to force 
their way into Jewish houses, it was abolished, and the 
door was only opened after the Grace for a minute or 
two while these four verses were heing recited.

Yet another explanation has been suggested, to the 


effect that the door is opened for the entrance of Elijah 
the Prophet, and that the ceremony therefore intro- 
duces the second half of the Hagadah, which refers to 
the redemption of the future, while the first half dis- 
courses of the redemption of the past. There is, how- 
ever, some reason for believing that in former times 
the meal came first and the Hagadah afterwards. if 
that was so, then the opening of the door after Grace 
would have eoincided with the commencement of the 
narration,

FUNERALS IN PERU. 

In Peru, women are forbidden by law from attending 
fanerals, and custom decrees that they are only to 
appear at the weddings of very intimate friends. 

A funeral procession is a quaint affair. The coffin 
is borne on the shoulders of the pall bearers, and then 
comes an empty hearse, drawn by two, four or six 
horses. The male relatives and friends of the deceased 
follow on foot, and after them come 4 number of empty 
carriages. 

After the funeral is over the mourners enter the 
carriages and drive home, but while in the presence of 
the dead respect compels them to stand or walk.

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BINDING THE THUMBS. 

The form of marriage in Ceylon and other parts ol 
India is by hinding together the thumbs of bride and 
bridegroom ; and the thumb was at first, in many 
countries, the “ finger * upon which the wedding-ring 
was worn, Which was only changed for the finger Upon 
which it 1s now venerally placed bheeause it was SUP 
posed that a vein of blood passed from this tinger 
directly to the heart, thus connecting it with the very 
eentre and seat of life. This part of the marriage rite 
is thus a vestige o! the primitive covenant of blood. A 
survival of i lingered in this country down to very 
recent times, and is still practised in remote localities ; 
viz.. to liek the thumb when giving a solemn pledge or 
promise. It ‘s even recognised on the statute-book, and 
in the Seottish law-courts, 4 bargain is legal if the 
parties to it had licked and joined thumbs when it was 
made. The thumb pressed upon was was formerly 
regarded as a seal or mark of £0 id faith; and sw raring 
by pressing the thumb on the blade of a sword was the 
most solemn form of oath that could be administered. 
The Pope once said that he could free a nun from the 
oath of the veil or a knight from the oath of fidelity, 
but he could not free any man who had taken the oath 
of the thumb. In fact, so hinding was it that the Latin 
word polltcitare, and the English word pollicitation, 
which means to promise or engage, is derived from 
pollex, the thumb.

AUNTIE'S CHAT. 


Once again we are about to celebrate the Festival 
of Freedom, the Festival of our Deliverance from 
slavery. | know all boys and girls (and even some 
grown-ups, too) love Passover. And of course they 
love best the Seder Night service. This is the first 
real Children’s Service that was instituted, and it was 
arranged by the Rabbis so that the love of our faith 
and the knowledge of our wonderful history and of the 
making of our people into a nation should be brought 
before the children in such an attractive and powerful 
way that no child could ever forget it, and thus would 
hand down to all generations the glorious tale of the 
miracles wrought by the Almighty on behalf of His 
chosen people. 

Indeed it is 4 marvellous story which is told in 
answer to the child's question : “ Why is this night 
distinguished from all other nights * * with which the 
Hagadah begins. Think, children, of a nation, for over 
four hundred years held slaves to a powerful people, 
eruelly persecuted and ill-treated, beaten by the lashes 
of their masters, forced to tasks which they could not 
perform, hopeless and wret ched. Is it any wonder that 
when God sent his messenger, Moses, to tell them that 
their groaning had been heard, that they should be a 
free people and go forth to their own land, the chosen 
of the Almighty, is it any wonder that they refused to 
hearken to him, “ For anguish of spirit and for cruel 
bondage ? 

- ‘Then came the miracles of the plagues, to warn the 
ing of Egypt that the command of the Most High must 

e obeyed and the people set free, but not till the tenth 
and last-—the slaying of the first-born of every family— 
did Pharaoh consent and thrust out the people, through 
whom they had been 50 sorely afflicted. And yet when 
the Israelites had gone, Pharaoh and his army pursued 
them to the edge of the sea. Then the climax was 
reached; the sea divided that the children of Israel 
should pass through on dry land, and when they had 
erossed, the waters returned and overwhelmed the king 
of Egypt and all his hosts. 

So Passover is the birthday of the Jewish nation, 
the day on which it was made by God into a people, 
destined to receive His Holy Law and to give it to the 
world at large.
